Mr. Smith 
is a native of New York and entered 
the institute in 1864 in time to take 
part in New Market and was among 
the wounded in that battle, his wound 
being ieflicted by a piece of a shell. 
Mr. Smith's father was a native of 
Virginia, and he, as well as his son, 
came of fighting stock. During the 
war of 1812 Mr. Smith's grandfather, 
General Jacob Brown, was command- 
er-in-chief of the United States foroes 
in the northern section of the army 
aroung Sacketts harbor, Ogdensburg 
and Niagara Falls. He is aleo a de- 
scendant of revolutionary officers. 
Mr. Grasty is a native of Virginia 
and went to the institute from Dan- 
ville.

Birthday of Institute. 

The birthday of the institute appears 
among the old papers as November ll, 
i839, for on that day the first corps of 
cadets was mustered into the service 
of the state of Virginia. For years 
previous to that date what was then 
<cnown as the western arsenal was 
oveated at Lexington and the state 
vas compelleg to keep at that point 
-he year round a company of state sol- 
uiers as a guard to 30,000 muskets and 
4 large quantity of military material. 
the upkeep of the garrison chargeable 
to the state was something like $6,000 


a year. 


it was J. T. L. Preston, a citizen of 
wexington and a member of a promi- 
uent and widely known Virginia fami- 
y, who conceived the idea of a mill- 
ary school in place of a garrison, 
substituting a company of cadets to 
suard the arsenal in place of the regu- 
ar soldiers. Three years later, in 
wdarch, 1839, the Virginia legislature 
yassed an act authorizing the Vir- 
sinfia Military institute at Lexington 
.nd for thirty-seven years Mr. Preston 
vas an active professor of the insti- 
ute. On the first boarg of visitors, 
day, 1939, were Colonel Claude Cro- 
et, a graduate of the Polytechnic 
chool of France, a soldier under Na- 
voleon in the Russian campaign of 
1812 da afterward a professor in the 
United States Military Academy at 
West Point, but in.1839 a resident of 
Virginia. The board selected General 
Francis H. Smith, a distinguished 
graduate of West Point, as superin- 
tendent of the institute. 


War Betweea States. 

When the war clouds of 1861 appear- 
ed upon the horizon the institute had 
grown beyond its founders’ brightest 
dreams and constant demand was being 
made for admission. In 1861, after 
Virginia had withdrawn from the 
union, Governor Letcher, of the state, 
ordered the corps of cadets under 
command of Major—afterward Lieuten- 
ant—General Jackson to Richmond, 
where the boys were employed in in- 
structing and drilling the large num- 
ber of volunteers assembled for organi- 
zation near the capital of the confed- 
eracy. Many of the cadets were made 
offices in the regular army and within 
a short time the corps was practically 
gone. In 1862 the Institute was open- 
ed again to provide traineg officers 
for the regular army. During the war 
the entire corps was frequently call- 
ed into service besides the part it t6ok 
in the New Market battle. In June, 
1864, General Hunter, the barn-burner 
of the Uniteq States army, reached 
Lexington and within a few minutes 
had applied the torch to every build- 
ing on the grounds except the quar- 
ters of the superintendent, which wag 
not fired because in it was a sick lady, 
wife of a confederate officer. There 
were those who were surpriseq that 
even a sick lady should save anything 
from Hunter’s mania for illuminations 
made by valuable property anywhere 
in the valley of Virginia from Win- 
chester to Lexington. 

In addition to the buildings de- 
stroyed, the lbrary, containing 10,000 
vo.umes, and all the apparatus and in- 
struments of the various departments 
of the school, went up in smoke and 
flame. In rebuilding, after the close 
of the war, the institute was made 
more modern and complete, and at- 
tractive than ever before. 
son memorial hall, a tribute to General 
Robert E. Lee's St6newall Jackson, and 
the Francis E. Smith academic build- 
ing, are magnificent structures, while 
on the grounds is a magnificent mon- 
ument to the cadets who fell at New 
Market, and about the base of which 
rests the remains of those boys whg 
fell in that memorable conflict. Upon 
the roll of the academic staff are to be 
found the names of Stonewall Jackson,

High Praise Is Given. 

President Taft, General Leonard 
Wood and General J. Franklin Bell, of 
the United States army, have declared 
the Virginia Military institute equal 
in every respect except one—govern- 
mental support—to West Point. The 
institute cadets participated along 
with the West Point cadets in the in- 
auguration of President Taft, in March, 
1909, and here is an extract from The 
Washington Hareld of March 5, touch- 
ing the appearance of the cadets from 
the two schools: 

“A few incidents of the afternoon 
were noteworthy, and effected the 
president deeply. 

“The first of these was the appear- 
ance of the West Point cadets. They 
always make a splendid appearance in 
Washington, and are popular with the 
crowd that gathers at the inaugura- 
tion. As they swept past the review- 
ing stand, spectators were on their 
feet cheering, waving handkerchiefs 
and small flags, and making a great 
demonstration. This seemed to please 
the president mightily, and he stood 
with bared head, smiling and admiring 
during the greater part of the time 
the battalions were passing. 

“A gimilar smile lighted up his fea- 
tures as the regiment from the Vir- 
ginija Military institute passed. in 
reality, these cadets carry themselves 
quite as well as those from West 
Point, and it would take a most skilled 
tactician to see points in favor of the 
one or ‘the other. President Tafe was 
quite as generous of his expression of 
good will toward one school as the 
other. He seemed specially pleased at 
the quick stride and perfect alignment 
shown by the boys from the Virginia 


school.”

WHY NOT ONE ARMY DIVISION IN SOUTH? 


The order for the concentration of the army in three divisions, 
with headquarters at New York, Chicago and San Francisco, which 
became effective July 1, may be all right from the standpoint of the 
military strategists. We have no comment to make on that. 

BUT— 

Why not locate one of the division headquarters in the south? 
In all fairness, that section of the country. extending from _Wash- 
ington City to Lower California, should have one ‘army division 
within its borders. 

The argument made by Senator Bacon, in behalf of this dispo- 
sition of army headquarters,-is:unanswerable. Whatever city may 
be decided upon as the place for the headquarters, is. separate and 
apart from the main question, which is that the south should be, 
recognized in the distribution of the. $140,000,000 expended for the 
upkeep of the regular army. Of.course, the strategic position of 
Atlanta makes it the most logical. place in the south for’ the loca-' 
tion of an army division. 

Senator Bacon will do a-distinct service to the entire southern | 
part of the country if he will persistently hammer upon the idea he 
advanced recently upon the floor of the senate and not desist until 
the justness of the claim is recognized. , 

No observation is needed here on the contributions of the south, 
ir money and men, to the regular army. That fact is unquestioned. 

In times of .peace this section is able to supply the needs. of 
officers and men located anywhere within the borders of the south, 
as economically as could New York, Chicago or San Francisco. 

The chances are that in times of war there will be as many 
chances of the need of mobilizing men in the southern tier of states 
for effective handling as in any other part of the United States. 

The climatic advantages, geographical location and commer- 
cial resources of the south—and particularly of the city of Atlanta 
—-should be continually urged upon the.attention of the departrhent 
and of the congress until recognition-is secured. 
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HEDGING CANTALOUPES WITH WATERMELONS 


The farmers of Dougherty county have unearthed a trick that 
might be copied with profit by those of south Georgia generally: 
It is the simple device of hedging cantaloupes with watermelons. 
The news came the other day in-a special dispatch to The Constitu- 
tion from Albany. : 

Dougherty has heretofore regarded her cantaloupe crops as one 
of her best dividend-makers, The same conditions prevail ina number 
of other south Georgia counties. The output was a splendid one up to 
marketing time, when. the prolonged drought played hob with the 
vines and fruit and blasted hopes that were mounting high. 

Then, enter the humble watermelon. There have been seasons 
when the farmers fed watermelons to the hogs, so unprofitable was | 
the market for them. But that is another story. It was decidedly 
another one the other day in Dougherty, when the disappointed 
cantaloupe growers found that buyers were almost as eager to 
take their melons as their cantaloupes, with the added advantage 
that the profit was almost, entirely net. 

Scores of counties in Georgia can produce watermelons. The 
northern markets have been educated up to a demand for the 
Georgia variety. The Georgia Fruit Exchange, with its splendid 
organization and its distributing machinery, offers an admirable op- 
portunity to profitably dispose of the crop. 

Wherefore—it ought to pay in the tuture to hedge cantaloupes 
with watermelons. The cost isn’t formidable, and the returns large 
enough to justify the extra time and forethought. 

Incidentally, the closer we study the regal and many resources

A man — he 
may be whité or black — is seated 
at a desk busily opening mail which 
has poured in from all parts of the 
state in reply to letters which have 
been’ affectionally addressed, “Dear 
Brother” or “Dear Sister.” 

« Every so often he smiles as a post- 
office or express money orcer is dis- 
When he finishes the pleasant 
process of opening these letters there 
is quite a pile of green Or blue or yel- 
low slips—sometimes greenbacks—for 
it is the month of June or July, and 
business is good. The man turns to a 
youthful typewriter, dictates a few let- 
ters, almost invariably beginning with 
the endearing terms, “dear brother” or 
“dear sister,” makes out his deposit 
slip and strolls over to the bank. 

On his return he drops into a res- 
taurant for lunch, after finishing which 
he buys a good cigar and puffs away 
with an air of contentment. 

And. why shouldn’t he be contented? 
Things are coming easy for him. 
The fear of death is ever present in 
ithe hearts of countless hundreds in the 
land, while he, by virtue of a license 
which hangs in a conspicuous place on 
the wall of his office, where everyone 
who enters may see it, is a fraternal 
or assessment insurance company. This 
license was issued by the comptroller 
general of the state of Georgia, and 
cost the man $10 for one year. Per- 
haps the man did not have $1 to his 
name after the license was issued. Per- 
haps his reputatton for business ability 
was not conspicuous. Mayhap the 
comptroller general looked at. him 
askance and hesitated before he issued 
the license. Nonetheless, it was issued. 

He could not help himself. The man 
had complied with the law. His attor- 
ney had filed with the clerk of the 
superior court a petition asking for a 
charter. This application had been 
published for the specified length of 
time. The judge of the court had 
granted the charter. The man did 
not demonstrate to the court that he or 
his associates were possessed of means; 
no provision was made for a bond or 
a deposit with the county or state. No 
investigation of the character of the 
man or his associates was made. _ It 
was all done in a trusting and befit- 
tingly “fraternal” manner. 

The Harvest Begins. : 

In°a few days an office had been 
rented, pamphiets and “literature” 
printed, several “organisers” or solic- 
itors employed, and a new “fraternal” 
or assessment insurance company was 


for 


reaching out to all parts of the state 


and, perhaps, adjoining states for mem- 
bers; or, to put it more plainly, for 
business. . 

Literature is mailed to many parts 
of the state, chiefly small towns and 
rural districts. This literature explains 
how a person may fnsure his life for, 
say, $1,000 for a very small sum of 
money. Upon his payment of $11 he 
becomes a member of what is termed a 
division. This division is supposed to 
be “filled” when it contains 1,000 mem- 
bers. In addition to the $11 the meni- 
ber must pay annual dues of $2 or 
more, according to the company. The 
payment of dues is important.’ If 
a member fails te pay promptly his 
policy becomes votd. Upon the death of 
a member, each member of a division 
is assessed from $1.25 to $2.50. One 
dollar of this amount goes toward the 
payment of the policy. What becomes 
of the amount over one dollar paid in 
by the various members the literature 
does not state. Neither is it stated 
what hecomes of the $11 inftiation fee 
or the $2 dues. 

Now, a careful reading of one of the 
policies in question will disclose no 
Statement that the beneficiaries of a 
dec member will be paid $1,000. 
There can be no guarantee of this. 
In the first place @ division may «con- 
tain only 35 members when one of them 
dies. Again, the surviving members 
cannot be compelieg@ to pay their as- 
sessments. In a word, the beneficiaries 
may receive $1,000 if the conditions are 
ideal, or they may recetve but a paltry 
sum insufficient to pay funeral ex- 
penses. 

It is a proposition of many angles, 


viewed from any standpoint. Say, for 
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example, that a man belongs to a ai-4 


vision—one just being ‘“organized’— 

containing only 35 members. If a mem- 

ber dies the assessment is just.,as much 

as if the division contained 1,000 mem- 

bers. He pays just as- much as a man 

whose beneficiaries may receive $1,000. 
Profits Are Large. 

Examine one of the policies ever s0 
carefully and you will find no clause 
which guarantees the payment of any 
specific sum. Neither will you find in 
the annual statements of many guch 
companies to the attorney general any 
hint at a reserve fund. 

In many instances there js no stipu- 
lation as to the salaries of officers, 
running éxpenses, etc. There is abso- 
lutely nothing to prevent the secretary 
of one of these companies from leaving 
the city at any time and taking witn 
him all the funds, for he has made no 
deposit with the county or state and is 
not required to make bond. 

An examination of the reports of 
several of these companies on file at 
the office of Comptroller General 
Wright indicates that the profits to 
the officersy who have put in no cap- 
ital and expended only their time, 
must be large. 

During the months of June, July 
and August, when money is coming 
in to the farmers, the business of 
these companies is largest. One com- 
pany doing business in this state and 
Alabama gained 230 members in two 
weeks. The officers of the company 
in question are not legally bound to 
apply one penny of this $2,530 to the 
beneficiaries in the event of a death. 
They can do with it as they see fit. 


Georgia. 

There are twenty “fraternal” (the 
word fraternal does not necessarily 
imply that the insurance feature is 
subsidiary to a secret order) compa- 
nies chartered in Georgia, and oper- 
atimg under licenses issued by the 
comptroller genéral.. Time and again 
Comptroller General Wright has asked 
that the legislature pass some law 
Placing them under his supervision, 
requiring them to make a deposit with 
the jstate treasurer and _ throwing 
around them the proper safeguards 
to protect their policyholders. For 
several years he has made this recom- 
mendation in his annual report. The 
legislature for some reason has paid 
no attention to his requests, and 
mushroom companies have been 
springing up over night with great 
rapidity. ' 

In this connection Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright tells the following story: 

‘Some time ago a young lawyer 
called on me to get a license for a 
‘benevolent and fraternal’ insurance 
company. His client had secured «a 
charter. 

““*Who are the officers of this com- 
pany? I asked. 

“The attorney pointed to a negro 
man who was with him—a_ dirty, 
greasy, ragged, ignorant negro who 
looked like a tramp. 

“*This is the president,’ he replied. 

“T looked at the negro in surprise. 
I told the lawyer that I was a law- 
abiding citizen, but that for one time 
I was going to break the law and 
refuse to grant a license to a man 
whom I knew tobe incapable of han- 
dling other people’s money. 

“He replied that I had no right to 
discriminate against the. m&@n on ac- 
count of his color. I told him I was 
not doing so; that if he wanted to 
mandamus me he could do so, and I 
would have the negro introduced as 
exhibit ‘A.” He never returned,” 

What Wright Says. 

Here is what General Wright says. 
fn regard to the necessity of a re- 
vision of the insurance laws of the 
state:

1887. At the time of its enactment it

state. However well this act may have 
been safeguarded in the interests of 
the insured at the time of its passage, 
the fact remains that under existing 
conditions, differing ‘(as they do) so 


widely from those prevailing at the! 


time, the entire system is in need of 
thorough revision. I wish to call at- 
tention to such features of our present 
system which in my judgment most 
urgently need and demand amendment, 


eration at the approaching session of 
the general assembly. 

“First of all in importance, the 
powers of the comptroller general as 
insurance commissioner should be en- 
larged as to provide the state regu- 
lation and supervision of the insurance 
business in fact as well as in name. 
To this end his jurisdiction should be 
made to extend to all classes of in- 
surance companies, including the fra- 
ternal beneficiary associations. It is 
needless to say that supervision by this 
department to be effective should au- 
thorize annual examinations of insur- 
ance companies, or whenever it may 
be deemed necessary by the insurance 
commissioner. The scope of these in- 
vestigations should not be IlIimited 
merely to the ascertainment of the 
solvency of companies (as is now the 
case) with some classes of companies, 


be empowered to inquire into the hon- 
esty as well as the intelligence of the 
management of the affairs of all com- 
panies. 

Three Classesz of Companies. 

“The laws of this state make three 
sub-divisions of this class of compa- 
nies, as follows: Stock companies, 
mutual companiés and cooperative or 
assessment companies. Our statutory 
requirements relating to the two first 
named classes, in the light of many 
years’ experience, have fully. protected 
holders of their policies. This is not 
true to the last named, cooperative or 
assessment companies. The laws pre- 
scribing conditions upon which such 
companies may be licensed by thts de- 
partment have proven to be utterly in- 
adequate for the protection of the in- 
surers in these companies, and need 
amendment. 

Chartered by Judges. 

“What has been sald of the statutes 
relating to other classes of insurance 
is equally applicable to beneficiary or- 
ders, both non-resident and domestic. 

“Tt is doubtless known that organi- 
zations of all such associations in 
Georgia are had under charters ob- 
tained from judges of the superior 
court under an old section of our code 
enacted many years before there was 
any thought of state supervision of 
the insurance busihess and, therefore, 
affords no protection to their members 
or the policyholders. Such associations 
having no capital or guaranty fund for 
the protection of certificate holders at 
the time of beginning business should 
not be licensed by the state until it 
can be shown to the insurance com- 
missioner that the asagpciation has 
actual bona fide applications for death 
benefit certificates upon at least a 
sufficient number of lives the assess- 
ment on which would raise the maxi- 
mum amount of any policy which it 
proposes to issue on one life, and that 
each applicant has paid in cash reg- 
ular payment or assessment based on 
the table of mortality fixed by the na- 
tional fratgrnal congress. 

“The license fee of $10.00 required 
by these associations is a mere nomi- 


and other taxes imposed on other in- 
surance companies and it should be in- 
creased.” 


An interesting experiment in connec- 
tion with the festival of empire has 
been the sowing, on May 5, of some 
wheat, which is confidently expected 
to be made into bread within twelve 
weeks of that date. The seed has 
been treated by some secret process, 
invented by J. J. Melville, and an ex- 
periment last year showed that it re- 
sulted in a saving of six weeks’ be- 
tween the times of sowing and harvest. 
Apart from the utility of the process 
in enabling farmers to defer the sow- 
ing when the weather is unfavorable, 
it is manifest that in good years a 
second use might be made of the same 
‘land, since the whole time of its occu- 
pation by the wheat’ crop would be 
only three months out of twelve. The 
great advantage of cultivation in sun- 
nier lands is that two crops, can be 
| harvested in one season.—Coountryside

has been so generally misunderstood 

to be the teaching of evolutionary 

science, nor is man the descendant 
of apelike ancestors, as many scientists be 
lieve him to be. 

The latest discoveries in evolutionary 
science have given rise to a far more ac 
ceptable theory, advanced by the distin- 
guished Professor Klaatsch, ot Berlin, and 
others. It is that man is the ascending de- 
scendant and the ape the descending and de- 
generate offspring of the same prehistoric 
stock. 

The progenitor of man was not an ape nor 
even like an ape. He was more like the 
man of to-day. And here we have an ex- 
planation of the astonishing modernness of 
the skull so recently found at Galley Hill on 
the Thames in England. The Galley Hill 
man must be at the most conservative esti- 
mate a quarter of a million years old. And 
yet, if his skull is to be taken as an index 
of his appearance, he could have walked 
througt a crowd of every-day Englishmen 
and never have been remarked upon as pe 
culiar! 

The new evolution can be simply explained 
by the reconstruction under it of the line 
of origin of the different types of mankind, 
as well as of the different apes—which are, 
in fact, our degenerate cousins. 

The great original ancestor of man ap- 
peared on a long lost continent of which the 
etrange island of Java is probably oné of 
the remains, and the memory of which may 
still come down to us in the form of the 
Garden of Eden legend. : 

This continent, of which there still re 
mains ample evidence, included the lower 
part of whet is now called Asia, the archi- 
pelago of which the Dutch East Indies and 
New Guinea are the large parts and ex- 
tended over what is now Australia and Tas- 
mania. It is certain thatthe lower hemis- 
phere was then strongly tropical. Indeed it 
_{s possible that this lest land mass extended 
very close to what is now the South Pole 
and that the Pole itself may have had an 
eternal Summer! Later came an enormous 
convulsion of nature and this whole conti- 
nent was torn apart and sunk beneath the 
sea, leaving Java, New Guinea, Australia, 
Tasmania and the scattered islands of the 
South Pacific. This has been called some- 
times the lost continent of Lemuria. That 
this whole continent had a distinct and sep- 
arate life is shown by the survival of the 
curious animal and plant forms, like those of 
no other part of the world, which still exist 
there. I refer to the kangaroo, the duck- 
\ billed platypus, that strange four-footed ani- 
mal which lays eggs, the Tasmanian wolf 
and a host of others. 

On this lost continent appeared man’s re 


VM: is not descended from the ape, as 


flowed first toward Africa, after other 
streams had gone into what is now Australia 
and Tasmania. These latter two streams ‘are 
to-day the degenerate Bushmen and the Tas- 
manias. Thousands of years ago both Bush- 
men and Tasmanians hed a far higher cul- 
ture than now. This is shown by the really 
artistic remains in their countries. Through 
natural causes degeneration set in and the 
Australian aboriginal today ig little bet. 
ter than an ape. Given time enough, he 
would probably become an ape, and in that 
case we could see ourselves this relentless 
downward evolution that ourcousins, the 
chimpanzees, have experienced. 

Very early the stream flowed to Africa, 
for that continent then was perhaps formed 
much as it now is. Very early, too, there was 
a divergent branch which became the dwarf 
negro, the Micronegroid. These we still 
have in the pygmies of the Congo. In Africa 
part of this stream degenerated into the true 
gorilla and part of it rose into the highly 
specialized negro races and Homo primi 
genus, or earliest .man. 

In the meantime another great stream of 
“Foremen” had flowed into Europe. reach- 
ing there together with the animals, before 
the Great Ice Age. This stream, while it 
was developing, was also throwing off the 
degenerate offspring which were to become 
the chimpanzees as we know them to-day. 

This process of evolution and degeneration 
can be made plain by a modern example. 
Suppose that one family has seven sons and 
seven daughters, and that five of the former 
and five of the latter are of higher type 
than the original parents. It i¢ a law of 
evolution that a degenerate offspring shall 
produce continually degenerating types, 
while a higher offspring will bave continu- 
ally rising descendants. up to a certain point 
when exhaustion occurs. 

Suppose that two sons and two daughters 
are below the parents, in fact degenerate. 
Suppose that the normal or higher sons: and 
daughters mate with as high types as them- 
selves. Their offspring will probably be as 
high as or higher“than they are. Suppose the 
degenerates mate with other degenerates. 
Their offspring will be as low as or lower 
than themselves. Continue this for ages. From 
the same parents- then we will have a stock 
of ascending offspring and a stock of degen- 
erate descendants. So it is with man and

Stranger still, they assert that the 
three great races of man—the Cau- 
casian, the Asiatic and the Negro— 
have their individual types: of degen- 
erate monkey cousins. The same

generative children, who in their turn 
formed the degraded and downward: 

going creatures that appear to-day as 
chimpanzees, gorillas and orang- 
outangs. 

In the diagram on thie page the 
man-like creature at the heart of the 
tree Is the Propithecanthropus, which 
the Kiaatsch school say was the pro- 
genitor of man and degenerate man-— 
the apes. He originated on a great 
sunken continent, of which Java is 
the remnant. He is seen to be much 
more man-like than Pithecanthropus, 
which ie shown as a shoot from the 
main trunk. The lower races of Bush- 
men and Tasmanians extend from the 
bottom of -the tree. The three 
branches are shown throwing off at 
the same time, through ages, the ani- 
mais which were to develop into mod- 
~~ man and degenerate into apes. 

he Aurignac skull is the earliest 
remains found of the developing Asi- 
atics. The Aurignac man and his de- 
generate ‘cousins, the ancestors of the 
orang-outang, lived side by side In 
their caves. 

The earliest European man, the 
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Gorilloid races. Then parting entirely from 
the Gorilloids, they migrated and established 
themselves fn Europe, mixing with that other 
European stream I have mentioned, which 
was accompanied by the ancestors of the 
chimpanzees. These two streams really 
made the type of Neanderthal men, to whom

panzee.

What its im- 
mediate ancestor was we do not know. 

Up until now the scientific world has ac 
cepted the pitbecanthropus erectus, the ape- 
like man whoSe remains, found some years 

on the Island of Java, were supposed to 
furnish the “missing link” as the original 
ancestor of man. He was nothing of the 
kind. Pithecanthropus was an abortive shoot 
from “pro” or “before”-pithecanthropus. He 
was a freak. He could not and did not 
develop into man. He lived ewhile and died 
—just as a “sucker” emerges from the trunk 
ef a tree, to wither at last away without 


getting ywhere. 
a eee EEertthecanthrepus was very much more 
Se ow man than like the man-apes,; both in 
~~ Aodily proportion and shape of jaw and head. 
-* 1 will bereafter call him “Foreman.” His 
feet. unlike the ape’s, were never gripping 


organs. The gripping faculty of the feet is 
not a primitive trait; it is a mark of degen- 
eration. We have no remains of these Fore- 
man. but we can tell that while they were 
pot like apes. 

As racial degeneration goes the degen- 
erate type grows tess and less lke its nor- 
mal ancestor. The closer it is to the original 
stock the more it resembles it. This does 
not apply with the samd force te the ascend.

Now one of the oldest skulls in the world 
is that which is known as the Neanderthal 
man, because -it was found at Neanderthal 
in Germany. He is the lowest type of true 
man yet found. The forefathers of the Nean- 
derthal man remained with the forefathers 
of the Gorilloids, only until they developed

either the African or the Asiatic branches. 
Under stress of natural obstacles they grew 
faster than the others into the man type of 
to-day. And so their degenerate cousins, the 
chimpanzee-like forms, remained truer to 
the normal stock than either the gorillas or 
the orang-outangs. In fact we may guess 
that the “Fore-men,” when any of their re- 
mains are discovered, will more closely re- 
semble the chimpanzees than any other ape 
like form. The other anthropoid apes have 
diverged much more from the;original human 
type. : 

There was another great str of “Fore- 
men,” who under the pressure 6f the search 
for food travelled eastward into Asia. They 
developed highly specialized forms which 
may be seen to-day in the orang-outang apes, 
which are degenerate offshoots of the origi- 
nal type, and in the orangoid types of man 
in Asia to-day. . 

This type of “Fore-man” spread all over 


. Asia and eventually extended into Europe, 


where the chimpanzoid “and gorilloid types 
had already established themselves. The 
orangoid type of man is represented in Eu- 
rope to-day by the Aurignac man, the name 
given to an important type of prehistoric 
man originally found at Aurignac in Central 
France. Several skulls of the same type have 
been found. The forehead is higher than 
in other primitive, men, just as the forehead 
of the orang is higher than the chimpanzee, 
but the brain capacity is less. 

The orangold or Aurignac man reached 
Europe at the time of the Ice Age, together 
with many Asiatic animals, including the 
mammoth, rhinosceros and others, and these 
fused to some extent with the Neanderthal 
or chimpanzoid man. 

The Pithecanthropus erectus of Java, it 
may here be noted, it is only a little twig on 
the tree of evolution. It degenerated into 
the gibbon type of ape and there ended. 

Apes, we must see from what has been 
said, are really abortive efforts at humanity. 
They are descendants of our common ances- 
tor who have been forced: by less favorable 
conditions to sacrifice some of their human 
characteristics in the struggle for existence. 

As man and the apthropoid apes are de- 


gcendants of the same ancestor we should 
find that the young epe presents a closer 
resemblance to man than the mature ape. 
It is a well-established biological law that 
the degenerate descendant is closer in youth 
to the original normal type than in old 
age. This is exactly what we find in the 
apes. They show thefr specialties of degen- 
eration as they mature. Take the pictures 
of a young gorilla, 4 man and an adult 
gorilla. The young gorilla closely resembles 
@ man, but the older he grows the more 
marked becomes the divergence. 

The interesting problem now is to dis 
cover some remains of the original propithe- 
canthropus or “Fore-man,” and this is just 
what we are hopefully anticipating. Professor 
Max Schlosser has just found the remains 
of a remarkable fossil mammal in Egypt, 
—— gives promise of clearing up this prob- 
em 


He calls the animal “Propliopithecus,” 
meaning “before the modern ape.” It has an 
almost human jaw, the canine teeth being 
only moderately developed and the incisors 
nearly perpendicular as in man. Schlosser 
claims that this is not an ancestor of the 
apes but of a form leading directly up to 
man. ' 


The meeting in: Europe of the type mainly. 


chimpanzoid and the orangoid type from 
Asia is another of the interesting points 
which the students of the new evolution are 
endeavoring to clear up. It has been al- 
ready suggested that the Neanderthal type of 
chimpanzoid origin and the Aurignac man 
of orangoid origin must have met and fused. 

Further, there is evidence to show that the 
result of this fusion was the Cro-Magnon 
man, a very well defined type of primitive 
humanitye of which examples have beep 
found in France and Germany. : 

The remains show that the Cro-Magh 
type of man became predominant in the Ice 
Age. These men were particularly promi- 
nent as reindeer hunters. It appears from 
inscriptions that. late in the palaeolithic or 
old stone age, the Cro-Magnon man sup- 
planted the Neanderthal man and becamé 
the dominant type for ages. It is this type 
to which the modern European must look 
as his ancestor.

Myr. Silber argues that the accepted 
laws of science compel the conclu- 
sion that the earth is hollow. If it 
were solid, he says, the power of 
molecuigr attraction would not hold 
the ea together or keep it on its 
path. The force of gravitation of 
the sun would be eo great that the 
earth would be drawn toward the 
parent body continually and would 
fall into it. 

Mr. Silber undertakes to show that 
the weight of the earth, as gener- 
ally calculated by science, is many 
times too t if the hypothesis 


that it ie solid be accepted. The 


low accepted weight of the earth can 
only be accounted for on the theory 
that it is a hollow body. 

The actual form and movement of 
the earth are illustrated by the auw- 
thor in the following manner. He 
takes a hollow iron ball and fills it 
with glowing gases and eolid parti- 
cles. He then rotates it rapidly. It 


the swing of the pendulum, as com- 
pared with the equator. 

The scientist explains the origin 
of the earth in this way: A tall, 
glowing column of mineral gases 
many thousand miles high, was shot 
off from the sun into space and there 
rolled into circular ferm, picking up 
the star dust and planetary refuse 
as it passed. As it cooled the out- 
side became solid, while the hollow 
interior continued to hold gases, like 
those which originally made up the 
whole. As the gases were condensed 
the earth contracted.

Most Disastrous Storms in: New York. 


ROFESSOR HENSINGMULLER, of Ber- 
lin, w.0 some weeks ago startled the 
scien'.fic+ world with the announce- 

ment that the ultimate effect of wireless elec’ 
tricity would be to render us all toothless, 
bald and even insane unless proper precau- 
tions were taken, bas made another bid for 
scientific notice. 

He declares that the violent electrical 
storms which caused so much havoc in New 
York and vicinity a few weeks ago Were 
caused by the earthquake in Mexico. 

The unusual intensity of the waves pro 
duced by this cataclysm have, already been 
remarked by other eciéntists, although none 
of them has mentioned the connection be- 
tween the earthquake and the electrical 
storms nearly twenty-five hundred miles 
away. 

Thus Professor Garrett P. Serviss pointed 
out that the shock imparted to the earth was 
felt, at places thousands of miles from the 
point of origin and beyond the Atlantic 
Ocean. It was felt and recorded by the seis- 
mographs at Tortosa, in Spain; at Brussels, 
in Belgium; at Breslau, in ‘the centre of 
the continent of Europe, and even at far- 


a&iway Tiflis in the Caucasus. 

According to Professor Hensingmuller, 
however,» while the force of ‘the shock was 
perceptible in these far-off places, itg in- 
tensity was expended on this continent, the 
focal point being in the vicinity of New 
York. In a convulsion of the magnitude of 
this Mexican phenomenon, he points out, @ 
tremendous amount of electricity is gen- 
erated which has its effect upon the at- 
mosphere and th. clouds in the region where 
its force ig principally felt. 


Observers declared that fire and smoke 
were seen to come out of the fissures which 
were rent in the ground. These, Professor 
Hensingmuller explains, were not really fire 


and smoke at all, but were produced by elec- A Photograph of

trical discharges which lit up the clouds of 
dust thrown up out of the fissures. 

Perhaps the most remarkable proposition 
advanced by the professor in this regard, 
however, is the statement that in addition 
to the earth waves, the atmospheric waves 
and the sound waves, which earthquakes are 
known to produce, these disturbances like- 
wise disperse powerful electrical waves 
through the earth and air. 

These electrical waves, unlike those ema- 
nating from the sun, do not radiate, but are 


« dispersed around the world decagonally, 


that is to say, along thé lines of a ten-sided 
figure cutting off ten equal segments of the 
earth’s circumference. 

Sometimes the violence of these waves is 
felt equally at each of the angles of this 
decagon, but more frequently the force is 
expendéd at the first angle reached. 

In the case of the Mexican earthquake, 
any point on the earth’s surface 2,500 miles 
away from the point of disturbance, a dis- 
tance corresponding to the first side of the 


decagon, was likely to feel the severity of 
the electrical @discharge. New York is just 
that distance fromi Mexico City, where the 
earthquake occurred, and just happened to 
be the first focal point of the electric waves. 
According to Professor Hensingmuller, theré- 
in Hes the explanation of New York’s pe- 
culiar electrical storm. 

This theory is most remarkable in view 
of the fact that if the electric waveg. thus 
produced by earthquakes do indeed travel in 
this peculiar manner, they are the only 
waves, electrical or otherwise, thus far 
known to do so. . 

The science of seismology is in its in- 
fancy, however, and Professor Hensingmul- 
ler’s theory is pérhaps as plausible as many 
others that have been advanced by scientists. 
The ambition of the seismologist is to at- 
tain sufficient knowledge to enable him to 
predict earthquakes long enotigh in advance 


to afford efficient warning to those living

John Welch was born fifty-six years 
ago-in Colimbas, on thé banks of the 
Chattahoochee, and when 16 years of 
age begah making his way in ths 
world, starting without any help from 
anyone, Just before his ‘ sixteenth 
birthday Mr. Wich found himself in 
Montgomery firing ona switch engine. ’ 
An enginéer’e life had always ap- 
pealed to John Welch, and as he 
passed his first stick of wood into the 
old tender tied on to that switch en- 
gine he would not have changed 
with “the president of the 
United States. He took kindly to the 
work, and so rapid was his progress 
that he was given an engine within a 
short time. In.1878 Mr. Welch left 
Montgomery to take an engine on the 
Alabama Great Southern, and for more 
than a year set the woods afire be- 
tween Chattanooga and - Meridian, 
Miss. On November 13, 1878, Mr. 
Welch ohanged to the Western ana 
Atlantic railway, and there he has 
been ever since, his run between At- 
lanta and Chattandoga now being the 
blue ribbon run on that route. For 
twenty years he has been chairman 
of the general board of adjustment for | 
the brotherhood § engineers 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis.

Savannah, Ga., July 8.—(Special.)— 
Everything is in readiness for the 
formal opening of the Rose Dhu rifle 
range and encampment site tomorrow 
when the Second regiment of the Na- 
tional Guard of Georgia will arrive for 
two weeks of camp life and target 
practice. 

Although the Rose Dhu camp is not 
very accessible, it is nevertheless re- 
garded by military authorities as one 
of the best camps of the kind in the 
oountry, and the troops from the upper 
part of the state will have splendid 
opportunity for rifle practice.

The state 
and the national government have 
spent considerable amounts in making 
Rose Dhu the splendid camping plant 
that it is conceded to be. : 

The Second regiment wil! be under 
the command of Colonel Walter A.

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How United States 
Handles Its Mails 


(Copyright, 1911, by — G. Carpen- 
ter. 

Washington, Juiy 8 —(Special.)—He 
manages a business which costs more 
than $200,000,000 a year. His corps of 
employees is three times as many as 
the United States army. His annual 
transactions include the handling of 
fourteen thousand million articles, and 
his men go back and forth over routes, 
which if placed end to end would reach 
almost twice as far as from here to 
the moon. Their travels in the space 
of one year in the United States alone 
are five times as great as the distance 
between the earth and the sun, and 
their communications reach to every 
spot on the face of the globe. 

This man is unknown to many of 
you but by proxy he calis at your 
cront door every morning, and for from 
1 to & cents he will carry your words 
to any place on this great round world. 
His name is Frank Hitchcock; his title 
is postmaster general, and his business 
is the management of Uncle Sam’s 
mails. 

Suppose we become better acquaint- 
ed. We shall call at the slate-colored 
postoffice department which stands on 
Pennsylvania avenue between the white 
house and the capitol, for it is there 
he has his headquarters. It is 5 o’clock 
in the evening and the rank and file 
of the clerks have all left, The big 
building is quiet, except in the rooms 
of the chief, where the work may go 
on far into the night. The postmaster 
goneral is one of the men who do 
things. He is wrapped up in his great 
undertaking, and the hours hass un- 
heeded when he strives for results. 
Just now he has big matters on hand 
and midnight will come befqre his 
light will go out. He is a dynamo 
in breeches and he works like a dy- 
nen. When the curremt is on the 
sparks fly and when off the machinery 
stops, and the living dynamo goes to 
bed and sleeps like a baby. During 
my talk with the postmaster general 
today I asked him if he could leave 
his work in the office. He replied 
that he never carried his troubles out- 
side. Said he: ss 

“That is my only salvation. I do the 
thing that is nearest me and I always 
do the best that I can. I try to be 
honest, and I think I may say that I 
am not afraid to do what to me seems 
to be right.’ 

The above I believe to be the key- 
note of the life of Frank Hitchcock, 
and backed by hig business ability it 
is the secret of his success as post- 
master general. He is spoken of as a 
shrewd politician, but he objects to 
this reputation, saying that he entered 
politics only at the solicitation of his 
friends to accomplish an end, and that 
when that end was obtaineg he left it 
for good. His actions tn the postoffice 
department are a proof of this state- 
ment. He has fought the magazines 
and the railways, and has even waved 
the red flag of defiance at the mad bull 
of congress, and that solely for the 
good of the mails and the people. 
Running Uncie Sam’s Mails at a Profit. 

During my talk with the postmaster 
general I referred to these fights and 
his efforta 
which has now been wiped out. I then 
asked as to whether fie believed the 
postoffice department could continue 
to be run at a profit. 

“I do not think we wan tto go that,” 
replied Mr., Hitebcock. Uman Sam's 
business is not to make money, but 
to give back to the people in excellent 
service the worth of évery dollar they 
apend. That is what we hope for the 
postoffice. I would not want a surplus, 
except to exteng the work of bettering 
the mails and of increasing their value 
to all the people. As the department 
pays better, we shall reduce our post- 
age, and give additional facilities of 
various kinds to those we have now. 

“As to running Uncle Sam's mails at 
a profit, however, this is the first time 
it has been done within several gener- 
ation, ang I believe we shall continue 
to make the ends meet, When this 
service was establisheq it was self- 
supporting, and it continued so for 
the first thirty years, or along to about 
the time of John Quincy Adams. After 
that it began to be run at a loss. 
Every year or so there was a deficit. 
This at first was only a few million 
dollars, and it attracted but little at- 
tention. Lately, however, the loss has 
leaped to upward of ten millions, and 
when we took charge heFe in 1909 we 
found that the deficit was over seven- 
teen millions. Last year we cut that 
down about eleven millions, and along 
in December it was almost wiped out. 
Since then we have been doing better 
and better, and we have now crossed 
the line, we have turned three millions 
into the treasury, and are spending 
much less than we make.” | 

“But will this last?.” I asked. 

“T hope so, the gain has been made 
notwithstamding that the business of 
the postoffices has been running at 
a lower rate than in the past. If we 
should have a panic and a period of 
hard times, which I do not expect. 
there might be such a falling off in 
receipts as to put us behind. But if 
not, I expect to keep on paying our 
way.” 

; Betteriag the Service. 

“But has not this cutting down the 
expense curtailed the service”’ 

“No, Indeed,” was the reply. “We 
have reduced the dificit by extending 
the service, and that along profitable 
lines. During the past two years we 
have added more than 3,000 new post- 
offices, and have established more than 
2.000 new rural delivery routes, of an 
agcregate distance of more than 50 0° 
mriles, or enough to reach twice around 
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the world. We have increased our 
force of employees by between 8,000 
and 9,000 and have put on the railway 
service about 800 more men than we 
had tn the past. 

“We have extended the salary list 
and raised the rate of compensation 
in many cases. The annual amount 
paid for salaries has been increased 
by about $12,000,000, and the average 
salary of the |postoffice clerk has 
gone up from $970 to $1,015. There 
has been an increase in the wages of 
the letter carriers, and also of the 
rural delivery men. 

“We have also improved the city 
postoffice, and have given them 
1,800 more clerks, and at the same time 
have put on 1,000 more letter car- 
riers. You cannot reduce the expenses 
of a business like this by cutting down 
the force of employees. The postmas- 
ters general of the past tried that and 
failed. The trouble is the moment 
you lessen the force you reduce the 
efficiency. The wheels and the mé@- 
chinery become clogged, the mails pile 
up and complaints flow in. It takes 
a lot of time to answer the complaints 
and to so rearrange the service as to 
make it efficient again. As a result 
the loss is greater than ever. 
Modern Business Methods for th

We have cu 
out the waste wherever possible, have 
adopted all sorts of labor-saving de- 
vices and have tried to improve the 
efficiency of the clerks. You see we 
have 325,000 employees, and most of 
them are high-priced men. We cpr 
many here who are receiving $1,000 an 
$1,200 and upward a year. They are 
good men, but we have to handle them 
properly to get their greatest effi- 
Cenye have done this in the city post- 
offices by introducing traveling belts, 
overhead carriers and other machines 
to carry the mail matter from place 
to place in the offices. The letters are 
faced up by machinery and the stamps 
canceled at the rate ef 30,000 an hour. 
The mail comes fro mthe cars, and 
after it enters the postoffice it goes 
almost without stopping to the letter 
carrier who is to deliver it. 

It is the same with other things. We 
are saving on freight by cutting down 
the weight of the mail bags. We are 
saving in the rural delivery by study- 
ing the country for ourselves and put- 
ting the routes where they will serve 
the most people instead of allowing 4 
congressman to locate them for politi- 
cal purposes. When we establish 4 
new carrier delivery we make the town 
where it goes give us the best arrange- 
ments for handling the mail. We insist 
on their improving the streets, and 
that every house shali have its own 
letter box for receiving its mail. . In 
this way the postman drops ‘in his 
letters without stopping and ringing 
the bell. I expect to see the time come

Making Each Postmaster Help. 

“You speak of the harmony of the 
service, Mr. Postmaster General. Ie it 
well organized.” 

‘It is rapidly becoming so. We are 
unifying it and getting better work out 
of the individual than ever before. 
When I came into this office I wrote 
thousands of letters to each of the 
city postmasters announcing our plans 
for improving the service and asking 
him to do all he could in the work of 
reform, in cutting the expenses, and at 
the same time of improving the mails. 
I urged him to think for himself and 
do what he could to help the depart- 
ment along. As a result of this the 
letters begau to come in-by the bushel. 
There were so many that they kept my 
secretaries busy, and I could only look 
at the most important of them. They 
brought about the saving of a vast deal 
of money, and at the same time made 
the men feel that they were a part 
of the government and that it was their 
duty to do all they could to help im the 
work. We have now a good esprit de 
corps among our employees and I ex- 
pect this to grow as time goes on. 

Civil Service for Postmasters. 


“T should like to see the entire pos-

We have to train the new postmastefs, 
and, being appointed through political 
influence, they do not feel thair re- 
sponsibility to the department. They 
are often inefficient, and the principle 
is a bad one. I would have ail the 
presidential postmasters in the classi- 
fied service, and would have the only 
reason for changes be the good of the 
service. I would send the best post- 
masters to the more responsible places, 
and would have a system by which the 
postoffice clerks could rise from grade 


ters. I would not make the selection al- 
together a matter of geography, as itis 
now, but would put the men in the 
places where their past work has 
shown they would do the most good,” 


One-Cent Letter Postage. 


“Will we ever be able to seng letters 
at a one-cent rate, Mr. Postmaster 
General?’ I asked. 

“Yes. We could do that now if the 
advertising parts of the magazines 
paid their share toward carrying the 
mails. We do not want to increase 
the rate on the literary features of the 
magazine, but we do feel that the ad- 
vertisements should pey as much as 
other matter of the same commercial 
character.. As it is now, we are carry- 
ing these magazines at a cost of more 
than 5 cents a pound, and we receive 
from them only 1 cent a pound. We 
lost over $64,000,000 on our magazine 
transportations last year. This is all 
wrong. It was never intended by those 
who mede the law that advertisements 
should be carried at such rates and at 
such cost. Indeed, it "was specifically 
prohibited, but the abuse has gradually 
crept in and we are now annually 
handling 350.000 tons of such matter at 
this great loss. It constitutes 63 per 
eent of our home mall, and yet it 


the 


brings in only 5 per cent of the rev- 
enue. The loss exceeds the profit on 


el] other classes of mail, it is more 


to grade and finally become postmas- 


than the amount we pay the rallroads 
for mail transportation.” 

“Now that you are running the’ de- 
partment at a profit, the magazines 
will claim that you can afford to cdr-’ 
ry them at the olg rates, will they 
not?” 

“They may claim so,” said the post- 
master general, “but that is no reason 
why Uncle Sam should do a large los- 
ing business to fill the pockets of the 
publishers. I think that they realize 
the unfairness of their position, and 
that we shall have an amicable ar- 
rangement, which will result in the 
advertising sections paying their 
share of the freight.” 

The Railways and the Mails. 

“How about the railways, are they 
not greatly overpaid for mail trans- 
portation ?’’ 3 

“I would not say that,” replied the 
postmaster general. “The department 
demands a great deal of the railroads. 
It must have special facilities, and 
the government ought to pay for 
them. ‘We afe now spending over 
$50,000,000 a year for that sort of 
transportation, and I do not know that 
it is too much. I believe, however 
that we can cut down some of our 
requirements and that by coming to- 
gether with the railroads we can 
make such new arrangements - aa will 
greatly reduce the cost of carrying 
the mails both to the ralilrodds and 
the department. In this way the’ sav- 
ing will be divided between the two 
and the railways need not lose on 
what they are now making for mail 
transportation. In Order to know just 
what the rate ghould be I have called 
upon the various railway companies 


to report fully as to the rates they | 


receive for the transportation of other 
classes of goods and also data as to 
their operation and expenditures. I 
find an old law which provides that 
the postmaster general has the right 
to do this; and a number of the lead- 
ing rafiroad managers have already 
come to see me concerning it. There 
is no doubt in my mind but that we 
shall come to an amicable settlement.” 


Parcels Post. 
I here asked as to the parcels post 


which fr Europe has almost displaced | 
the express companies. The postmas- 
ter general replied: 

“The conditions in Europe are differ- 
ent from those of the United States. 
There you havé a vast population 
crowded inside narrow boundaries. 
Here «we have widely separated cities, 
and many regions where there are al- 
most no people whatever. The only 
way we could have a parcels post would 
be by dividing the country up into 
zones, and increasing the postage rate 
according to the distance the article is 
to be carried. It is a matter of study 
and experiment. We are going to try 
the percels post with certain rural de- 
livery routes, and you will be able to 


send packages weighing up to eleven} 


pounds to and from the various post- 
offices to which these routes belong. 
This is an experiment, and if success- 
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ful ft may lead to a general use of the 
parcels’ post systeth. You see we can 
test this without adding anything to 
the expénse ofthe carriage; as each 
rural delivery man has his own ve- 
hicle and there will be but little addi- 
tional cost in handling the parcels.”’ 

“Will you ‘introduce automobiles for 
the rural delivery?’’ 

“Yes; we are already doing so, and 
we expect to increase that feature of 
the service. There are many states, 
such as New Jersey, Delaware and 
parts of New England, where the roads 
are excellent. There and in other places 
where the country is flat automobiles 
can be used to great advantage. With 
them we can consolidate the routes, and 
one man can cover twice as much 
ground as he does now. He can de- 
liver the mail moge expeditiously and 
in the end more economically.’’ 


Running Down the Rascals. 


“Tell me something of your crusade 
against the fraudulent '’ use of the 
mails.” 

“That is a big story in itself,” replied 
the postmaster general. “In brief, we 
believe that we have saved the people 
many millions of dollars by exposing 
the frauds which have been carried on 
through the mails and by detecting and 
punishing the swindlers. We have al- 
ready sent many of these rascals to the 
penitentiary, and among them are some 
millionaires. We had a millionaire pass- 
ing through Washington a few days ago 
on his way to the state prison of Geor- 
gia, where he is to serve for a term of 
three years. We have an excellent man 
at the head of this business, and have 
already exposed more than 400 cages, 
representing swindling operations that 
have filched from the pockets of unsus- 
pecting people more than $100,000,000. 
We intend to go on with this, and we 
shall make it as dangerous as counter- 
feiting. We are also punishing the 
men who have been transferring stamps 
from one postoffice to another to pad 
the receipts and thereby raise the 
rank and pay of the ofce.” 

Postal Savings. 

“What are you doing as to the postal 
savings banks?” 

“We are organizing them now at the 
rate of fifty a week, and I believe 
they will rapidly extend to every part 
of the country. We have been moving 
carefully in order to not excite hostili-

place no foolish restrictions upon

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REMAINS OF REVOLUTIONARY 
SOLDIER TO BE REINTERRED 


An: interesting event in D. A_ R. 
circies will occur in Marietta on 
July 11. At that time the remains of 
John Hames, a revolutionary soldier 
who was buried in Murray county in 
1860, @vhich have been brought to 
Marietta, will be interred in the na- 
tional cemetery with appropriate cere- 
monies, conducted by the Fielding 
Lewis chapter, Daughters of the Revo- 
lution. Considering the fact that at 
the last state conference set apart 
July 11 of each year as a memorial 
day for revolutionary soldiers, it is a 
most appropriate date for this inter- 
esting event. 

The grave of the soldier was in a 
very old cemetery in the wild woods 
and was marked by a piece of lime- 
stone. What was once a Hardshell 
Baptist church stood nearby. Messrs. 
Hames, descendants of the deceased, 
who conducted the removal, were met 
by John Shannon, who made the cof- 
fin, and Henry Beemer, who dug the 
grave in which John Hames was 
buried. The coffin had been made 
some time before the old soldier died, 
and it was found to be just a6 Mr, 
Shannon had described it. It was to 
have no nails. It was, therefore, dove- 
talled and the lid was put on with 


to Marietta by Mr. Hames, together 
with the headstone. The grave gave 
up nothing but the dust and a few 
bones. 

John Hames, who was reputed to be 
131 years old at the time of his 
death in 1860, is described as having 
been tall and straight—or, as Mr. 
Shannon expressed it, “like a long, 
dry weed from which the leaves had 
been blown by the winter winds.” He 
entered the army of Washington as a 
private and came out a major. He 
married a sister of Sergeant Jasper— 
“the daring Jasper,” whose statue 
stands on Bul] street in Savannah. 

When John Hames first moved to 
Murray county the Indians were all 
through that section and deer and 
turkeys could be killed from his yard, 
while the streams abounded in fish. 

The exercises will take place at 
11:30 a. m, Tuesday. Rev. Mr. Doame, 
‘of St. James Episcopal church of Ma- 
rietta, will conduct the commitment 
services, and the body will rest under 
the folds of the flag of the United 


States.

(Baron d@’Estournelles de Constant, in 
the July Forum.) 

Governments have no confidence in 
anything except the increase of their 
armaments; the experience of these 
last years shows them the progtess of 
an organization of peace, yet they de- 
spair at the moment when they ought 
to begin to hope. 

Insensible to the tremendous un- 

opularity which they are accumulat- 
ng against themselves among the 
masses, they flatter themselves that 
they can cause it to be accepted, as 4 
patriotic doctrine, that the more a 
modern state ruins itself im unproduct- 
ive expenses, the stronger it is; they 
assert that the .more a country neg- 
lects its natural resources, the more it 
will be respected; they pretend tha the 
more it checks the movement of men 
and capital, with a view to a war 
which no one desires, the better it will 
resist the double, assault of external 
competition and internal rebellion. 
They pay no attention to the new facis 
which tllumine the world, and whose 
full importance public opinion thor- 
oughly comprehends. These new facts 
have modified international relations 
in“the political system as profoundly 
as steam, electricity, aviation, have 
transformed them in the economic sys- 
tem. Twice within ten years a general 
Deare conferenre har nnited represen- 
tatives of all the governments. It was 
destineg to fail; yet it led twice to 
practical, tested agreements. The Hague 
tribunal has been created; it has per- 
formed its functions to the satisfaction 
of all; it operates more and more fre- 
quently for the benefit of the great 
states as well as the small ones; it 
Has enabled England and Russia, the 
United States, Mexico, Japan, to settle 
* perteegd and peacefully serious eon- 

cts. 

‘This experience of a few years, al- 
ready valuable through the catastro- 
phes it has been able to prevent, is of 
stijl greater importance gs a testimony 
of what it promises for the future. It 
is now demonstrated that the great 
yar <a powers can avoid war, if they 
desire.

WITHOUT MAKIN 


RENOMINATION 


Washington, July 8.—(Special.)—The 
announcement that Senator Jonathan 
Bourne, Jr., will stand for renomina- 
tion and re-election without making 
any speeches, distributing any litera- 
ture or spending money, has called at- 
tention to the provisions of the Oregon 
Corrupt Practices act, which makes it 
possible for a candidate in that state 
to present his case before the voters 
al nominal expense. 

The Oregon law provides that the 
secretary of stata shall issue a pub- 
licity pamphlet in which each candi- 
date ie permitted to use not to exteéed 
four pages in setting forth the princi- | 
ples for which he stands and the rea- 
sons why he should be nominated. His 
opponents may occupy a like number of 
pages in opposition to him, but must 
sign their names to their arguments 
and be responsible under the libel laws 
of the state. Candidates are required 
to pay from $10 to $100 a page for 
this space, the amount varying with 
the importance of the office. A copy 
of this pamphiet must be mailed te 
every registered voter not less than 
eight days prior to election. In prac- 
tice, the/ secretary of state mails the’ 
pamphi¢t to the voter as soon as he 
registe

tunity for every candidate to present 
his claims before the voters of his 
election district at a cost which will 
not Sar any aspirant. It practically 
compels the candidate to go on record 
expressly as to his principles and poli- 
cies, and prevetits ‘his basing his cam- 
(paign on local prejudices. Since the 
game pamphlet goes to every section 
of the state it is impossible for a 
candidate te make one appeal to the 
voter in the city and another appeal to 
the voter in the country. 

Under this law a candidate for ‘the 
nonfination for senator can state his 
cause fully t6 all the voters of the 
state at a.cost of $400. In the general 
election campaign, the secretary of 
state issues“ another pamphlet, dis- 
tributed in like manner, fn which each 
party may occupy not to exceed 24 
pages, at $50¢per page and each can- 
didate -four pages at $100 per page. 
Aside from the amount expended for 
space in the publicity pamphlet, the 
Oregon law limits every. candidate~to 
an expenditure of 15 per cent of one 
year’s salary in the primary campaign,

In the Senatorial Fight 


Possibility of Vacancy in the 
State’s Representation Is 
Viewed With Alarm by Dem- 
ocratic Leaders --- Democrats 

‘Need Every Vote at Present.

Washington, July 8.—(Special.)— 
Democratic leaders in the senate are 
looking with anxious eyes toward 
Georgia and awaiting the news of the 
election of a succeSsor to Senator 
Clay, which is scheduled for next 
Wednesday, with deep. concern, 
caused by the present close line-up in 
the senate on big problems of legisla- 


tion. 

The possibility of a vacancy in the 
state’s representation was discussed in 
the cloak room today following the 
receipt here of néWws that Hon. Hoke 
Smith would not come on to Washing- 
ton immediately if elected United 
States senator, but would continue to 
serve as governor during the present 
session of the legislature. 

Without knowing anything of the 
relative strength of the six opposing 
candidates in the Georgia. senatorial 
race, Senators Martin, Culberson, Stone 
and other democrats were of the opin- 
ion that the two votes of Georgia 
must be carefully safeguarded. 

The Value of One Vote. 

In the history of the country one 
vote has frequently settled vital prob- 
lems, 
gress one vote may settle the fate of 
the Bristow amendment and the popu- 
lar election of senators; may elect a 
president pro tempore of the senate; 
may secure the passage of effective 
tariff revision, affecting vitally the 
interests of the nation’s consumers. 

Only five more votes are needed to 
be added to the full democratic 
strength to put through bills revising 
all the schedules of the Payne tariff 
law. There is now. a vacancy from 
Colorado, owing to the action of the 
legislature of that state in adjourning 
without electing a successor to Sena- 
tor Hughes, democrat. Will there be 
another from Georgia? 

There are now forty-one democrats 
in the senate, thirty-seven regular re- 
publicans and thirteen progressive re- 
publicans, Owing to this line up, it 
has been impossible up to this time to 
elect a president pro tem. to succeed 
Senator Frye. Mr. Bacon, the demo- 
cratic nominee, has led on almost every 
ballot the republican nominee, Mr, Gal- 
linger. If Mr. Smith should be elected 
and his credentials be sent to the pres- 
ident of the senate, Mr, Terrell would 
automatically g0 out and the demo- 
cratic side would thereby lose one vote, 

Should Terrell Be Elected. 

Should Mr. Terrell be elected for the 
remainder of Senator Clay’s term, the 
situation would, of course, be saved; 
or should the credentials of Mr. Smith 
not be sent on here, Mr. Terrell could 
return to Washihgton and continue to 
serve a8 senator. under the appoint- 
ment of Governor Brown until the last 
day of the cflrrent legislative session, 
when his appointment would expire. 

There are a number of senate prece- 
dents for an ad interim appointee serv- 
ing until the last day of the session 
of a legislature which has a vacancy 
to fill But, of course, such continued 
service is dependent upon the absence 
of official notice that an election has 
been held in the meantime. It is be- 
lieved here that the only way out of 
a most awkward situation in the event 
Mr. Smtih is elected and wishes to con- 
tinue on as governor for the remainder 
of the state legislative session is for 
the formal notice of the election to be 
held up and allow Mr, Terrell to con- 
tinue to serve. ‘

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LAURENS TO VOTE 
ON ROAD BONDS 


Election Takes Place August 
30---County Enthusiastic 
on the Subject. 


Dublin, Ga., July 8.—(Special.)—The 
commissioners of roads and revenues 
of Laurens county have instructed 
County Attorney M. H. Blackshear to 
prepare the necessary papers for call- 
ing a bond election for August 30 for 
roads and bridges. 

The election will be for bonds to the 
amount of $300,000. : 

It is understood that before the dats 
of the election the commissioners 
will have passed a bill creating a 
bond commission which will have 
charge of the expenditure of the 
money if it is authorized by the. voi- 
ers of the county. 

Several successive grand juries have 
recommended this bond issue. There 
is some opposition to it, of course, but 


the opposition is believed to be fast 
disappearing. : 

Those who have studied the situa- 
tion are quite sure that good highways 
to every section of Laurens county 
cannot be secured by the present 
method. 

Generally speaking, bonds te the 
amount of $500,000 have been dis- 
cussed, but the commissioncrs believe 
that a lesser amount will suffice. 

Not only are the roads in many sec- 
tions in need of» improvement, but 
the bridges over many of the streams 
must be rebuilt. If the bonds carry’ 
it is the purpose of the commissioners 
ta replace these bridges with steal! 
structures. 

It is expécted that the campaign for 
bonds will be vigorously waged by 
thuse who favor this plan.

His servant, Mary 
Yeldell, 22 years old, had returned 
screaming to his house with the ‘infor- 


mation that a man had tried to attack 
her in an alley. 

She had left her work but a few 
minutes before and proceeded up Jack- 
S$On street to the alley, where someone 
was standing in the shadows. Think- 
ing it was one of her friends, she ac- 
costeg the person. 

“Throw up your hands, I want you,” 
cried the supposed friend, whereupon 
the gir] fled, frightened half to death. 

Mr. Selcer telephoned for the police 
and then proceeded to the alley with 
his revolver. On his coming the ne- 
gro made a record from one end of 
the ailey to the other and disappear- 
ed. <A search of the neighborhood fail- 
ed to locate him.

Much Suffering Because of 
Shortage in Cleveland 
and Columbus. 


Cleveland, Ohio, July 8.—Despite the 
offer of General Superintendent A. 8S. 
ingalis, of the Lake Shore road, of 
15,000 tons of ice from the ralilroad’s 
private store at Collinswood, enough 
to supply the city for a week, the 
threatened ice famine situation in 
Cleveland was not much relieved today, 
because of inability of ice companies 
to obtain enough experienced workmen 
to bring ice in from the railroad sub- 
urbs. The railroad, however, will have 
fifteen carloads brought into Cleveland 
by Sunday morning. 

The ice companies, until the supply 
grows better, will first deliver to groc- 
ere, meat and milk dealers and give 
what is left to domestic trade, 

No Ice in Hartiord City. 

Hartford City., Ind., July 8—When 
the last 150-pound cake of ice in the 
storage houses here was split up *and 
distributed in small pieces to families 
in which there was illness tonight this 
city faced an ice famine. For two days 
no ice has been sold generally in the 
residence districts and today, grocers, 
butchers, ice cream manufacturers, 
soda fountain proprietors and saloon 
keepers pleaded.in vain. There was no 
ice to be had, ahd the dealers deciared 
they had been met in other cities with 
refusals to their applications for ship- 
ments. 

Most serious was the condition of the 
sick in the lack of ice, and physicians 
eaid deaths within the next few days 
might be directly traced to the heat 
and the famine.

‘Columbus, Ohio, July 8.—A renewal 
of torrid weather today When the tem- 
perature reached a miximum of $93 
degrees was followed this afternoon 
by a heavy rain which sent the mer- 
cury downward.

_ EXPURGATING WEDDING SERVICE 
ABRIDGING 10 COMMANDMENTS 


London; July %8.—(Special.)—Having 
undertaken to abridge the Ten Com- 
mandments, the Lower House of the 
Convocation of the Church of England 
is trying its hand at expurgating the 
marriage service. 

The archdeacon of Leichter declares 
that certain phrases and words in the 
exhortation of the marriage service 
@re offensive to brides. 

Other clerics said that when officiat- 
ing at weddings they are often asked 
to cut out these particular words and 
Phrases or to mumble them so that 

they are scarcely audible. The exhor- 
tation was composed:in the sixteenth 
century, a coarse epoch, and the Con- 
vocation committee recommends alter- 
ationa in it to make It consonant with 
modern ideas. 

The members of the convocation, 
with few objecting, then agreed to the 
following changes in the exhortation. 
It was agreed that the clause reciting 


}precisely the persons by whom they 


that marriage “is not by any to be 
enterprised or taken in hand lightly,” 
should be altered to read, “marriage is 
not by any to be taken in hand unad- 
visedly, lightly, wantonly, but reverent- 
ly, discreetly, advisedly, soberly and in 
fear of God, duly considering the chief 
causes for which matrimony is or- 
dained.” | 

The members. also agreed that the 
passage stating that marriage “was or- 
dained for the procreation of .man- 
kind,”’ should run “for the increase of 
mankind.” It was then proposed to 
omit the passage in the exhortation 
which gives the second reason for 
which marriage is ordained, namely, 
“for a remedy agairst sin.” This al- 
teration was hotly resisted by several 
members.

PANIC CHARGED 
TO WALL STREET 


Congressman Lindaberg Wants 
a Probe of the Alleged 
‘“‘Money Trust.”’ 


Washington, July 8—In connection 
-with a resolution introduced today by 
Representative Lindaberg, of Minne- 
sota, proposing an investigation by ,a 
house committee of nine members to 
determine if there exists a combina- 
tion of financiers in the United States 
operating in restraint of trade or viola- 
tion of other laws, the Minnesota in- 
surgent republicans assailed the pro- 
posed financial system submitted to 
the monetary commission by former 
Senator Aldrich. The resolution calls 
for investigation of the banking, 
money, exchange, credit and deposit 
systems of the country and recom- 
mendations for remedial legislation. 

“Wall street,” said Representative 
Lindaberg, in his statement, “brought 
on the 1907 panic, got the people to de- 
mand currency reform; brought the Al- 
drich-Vreeland currency bill forward 
and if it dares will produce another 
panic to pass the Aldrich central bank 
plan. We need reform, but not at the 
hands of Wall street.” 

Mr. Lindaberg said that under the 
Aldrich plan the reserve association 
“will take away from communities 
funds that belong to the communities 
and which should be used to build up 
their own industries.” : 

“Of the forty-five directors proposed 
for the association,” Mr. Lindaberg 
said, “each of the fifteen ‘branches is 
to elect one. New York city, Philadel- 
phia and Boston would control one and 
other large centers would control oth- 
ers. Four would be sufficient to make 
Wall street the sole arbiter, This pro- 
vision for selection of directors con- 
tains the principal joker in the Al- 
drich plan. Twelve directors are to be 
elected on the basis of stock repre- 
sentation and-‘of course would be 
elected by the Wall street crowd, for 
the capital of this country is now con- 
trolled to the extent of 80 per cent by 
3,000 persons and concerns.”

OF IMPEACHMENT 


for Justice Wright of the Dis. 
trict Supreme Court 


Appearing Before the Senate 
“Third Degree’ Committee, 
the Labor Leader Character- 
izes the Methods of Justice 
Wright as “Infamous.” 


Washington, July 8—Impeachment 
of Justice Daniel T. Wright, of the su- 
preme court of the District of Colum- 
bia, was suggested today to the senate, 
“third degree” investigating commit- 
tee by Samuel Gompers, president of 
the American Federation of Labor. 
Mr. Gompers’ complaint was against 
Justice Wright's course in the Buck 
Stove and Range Company contempt 
proceedings against the federation of- 
ficials. 


Mr. Gompers told the committee 
that he knew the senate could not 
begin impeachment proceedings, and 
that he did not mean for the commit- 
tee to take the igitiative. 

Infamous,” and “third degree 
methods’ were terms used by Presi- 
dent Gompers in denouncing the ar- 
rest of J. J, McNamara at Indianapo- 
lis, and J. B, McNamara, at Detroit, 
last April. 

Apparently “Staged.” 

Mr. Gompers said the Indianapolis 
arrest was apparently “staged,” one 
hewspaper “having the story of the 
arrest set up and the edition held up 
until the arrests could be pulled off.’ 

The impeachment suggestion came 
at the close of a review of the con- 
tempt proceedings waged in the local 
courts .by the Buck’s Company 
against President Gompers, Vice Prs- 
ident John Mitchell and Secretary 
Frank Morrison, of the federation of 
labor. 

“The sentences imposed by Justice 
Wright in that proceeding are unpar- 
alleled@. in the history of the juris- 
prudence of this country,” deciared 
Mr. Gompers. “There is no other case 
on record where there was a sentence 
of more than six months’ imprisonment 
upon any one found guilty of con- 
tempt of court,” 

In the Debs case, in which life was 
lost, he said, the sentence was six 
months. “In a lynching case from 
Tennessee the chief offender was sen- |} 
tenced to ninety days in jaiL That 
Was contempt against the supreme 
court of the United States.’’ : 

Mr. Gorupers told of the institution 
of new proceedings by Justice Wright, 
and added that as an alternative to 
answering the charges, an opportuni- 
ty had been given the defendant to 
apologize.

“Justice Wright will be much older 
before I apologize,” declared Gom- 
pers. “I amnotreadyto apologize ter 
trying to help the poor deviis who are 
working and giving their service to 
the country and getting so little for 
it. I am not conscious of having vio- 
lated any law or having harmed any 
man.” 

A protest was made against the 
burden on the federation having to 
defend suits for alleged contempt, vi- 
olation of the Sherman anti-trust law 
and other criminal charges. Mr. Gom- 
pers said it seemed to be part of a 
plan to crush the federation, 

He asked the committee to have a 
law passed to put @ stop to the kid- 
naping of laboring men and their re- 
moval to other states for trial. 

“If congress can regulate the trans- 
portation of hogs,” he said, “it could | 
prevent the unlawful taking in inter- 
state commerce of individuals.”

PEACE TREATY 
ALMOST READY 


Secretary Knox and Ambassa- 
dor Bryce Will Soen Sign 


Arbitration Convention. 


Washington, July 8.—Within a week 
or ten days at the latest, the signa- 
ures of the secretary of state, Phi« 
lander C. Knox, and the British am- 
bassador, James Bryce, will be placed 
on the treaty between the United 
States and Great Britain which will 
provide for the arbitration of all ques- 
tions arising between the two coun- 
tries, including even matters of vital 
importance and national honor. 

The signing of the treaty will bring 
to an end the notable negotiations be- 
gun at the instance of President Taft 
and Ambassador Bryce early this year, 
and will make what many believe to 
be the greatest step toward interna- 
tional peace ever taken. 

The convention has been reduced to 
writing and today was sent to the 
government printer to be put in type 
so that proofs can be drawn. Some 
changes remain to be: made, mainly in 
the phraseology, to which the greatest 
attention is being given with the pur- 
pose of avoiding any ambiguity or pes- 
sible chance of misconstruction when 
the treaty comes to be tested by actual 
recourse to its provisions when an 
issue arises between the two coutries. 
It is to be a model from which gen- 
eral arbitration treaties between the 
United States and other nations will 
be drawn. ' 

Only one point of substance remains 
to be adjusted, and the state depart- 
ment is awaiting the last word of the 
British foreign office upon that sub- 
ject. There are two ways in which 
the object sought to be covered in 
this provision of the treaty can be at- 
tained; either of which would be ac- 
ceptable to the state department, s0 
there is no reasonable doubt of a 
complete agreement. The next step, 
therefore, will be to correct the proof 
to compromise these slight changes 
and reprint the convention, ready for 
the signatures of Secretary Knox and 
Ambassador Bryce.

All Buildings Near Westmin- 
ster Abbey, All the Maze of 
Underground Vaults, Crypts 
and Passages, Thoroughly 
Searched Before Coronation. 


By Pau! Lambeth. 


London, 
20,000 policemen. detectives and secret- 
gervice men were on duty during the 
recent coronation. Last December the 
chief of the metropolitan pelice caused 
a notice to be issued inviting men who 
have left the foree during recent years 
to rejoin for a brief period. 

Many of these men were put to do 
“spade work,” leaving the skilled de- 
tectives free for more important duties 

For instance, during the work of pre- 
paring Westminster Abbey, numbers oi 
plain-clothes men, wearin suitable 
caps and aprons, worked side by side 
with the regular workmen. 

These men were selected on account 
of their having been stonemasons, car- 
penters and so on, and were paid the 
regular trade union rate of wages, in 
addition, of course, to their police 
pay. Their real duties, however, were 
to look out for suspicious characters 
or of anything out of the common. 


Underground Passages Searched. 


In accordance with an old custom 01. 
the night before the actual ceremony 
the vaults and lower parts of West- 
minster Abbey underwent a thorough 
Search by picked detectives. And 
thence onward, until all was Over, 
police were constantly stationed at in- 
tervals of a few yards throughout this 
underground maze of vaults, crypts 
and passages, being relieved at pertods. 

For the actual guarding of foreign 
royalties during their stay special de- 
tectives were told exclusively. As @ 
rule, two men, the pick of the C. L D., 
“were allotted to each personage, with a 
third in reserve as a sort of under- 
study. , 

There were other detectives employed 
watching all known anarchists and 
revolutionaries. All the time of the 
last coronation, one anarchist who was 
in the employ of a publication was 
trapped in the cellar by a detective and 
kept there till all was over. 

Another revolutionist was arrested 
on a trifling charge and detained dur- 
ing the ceremonies. Strictly speaking, 
the police have no right to do these 
things, but on such an occasion it is 
held that the end justifies the means. 

Scotland Yard authorities do not 
take any chances if they can help it. 
The coronation was a time of great 
anxiety for all of them and especially 
for the heads of departments; who are 
called upon to carry out a scheme of 
police protection on an immense scale. 

The constables each got a coronation 
medal apiece and special pay, while 
detectives closely associated with roy- 
alties are rewarded with diamond pins, 
gold watches and other costly sou- 
venirs. 


A Unique Event. 


An interesting and unique event took 
place recently at the Catholic church 
of Earlsfield. This was the celebration 
of his first mass by Father P. H. D. 
Casgrain, who has been in the army 
for twenty-six years, and was better 
known as Major Casgrain, of the Royal 
Engineers. The soldier, who has be- 
come a priest, is a Canadian. He has 
seen service in the Northwest Terri- 
tory Rising, the Manipur Expedition 
and South African war. In addition, he 
has visited many countries, acting as 
interpreter at various embassies, etc.

DISAGREEABLE ADVENTURES 
OF NOTED GERMAN AUTHOR 


Berlin, July 8.—Dr. Karl Schoenherr, 
author of the famous drama, “Faith 
and- Home,” which Kaiser Wilhelm 
lately praised so extravagantly, is 
having a series of. disagreeable adven- 
tures. In one month he has been ac- 
cused of wholesale plagiarism, and 
suspected of being chief of a gang 
of hotel thieves. When “Faith and 
Home” iwas produced at the Dresden 
court theater, Schoenherr came to. see 
it, and put up at a hotel. The hotel 
keeper had lately been plagued by a 
number of smartly dressed internation- 
al thieves, and the police instructed 
him to waich all new arrisals, and 
immediately send in specimens of the 
handwriting of suspected guests. The 
day after the poet arrived at Dresden 
the police received an original entry 
from the hotel register: “Dr. Karl 
Schoenherr, from Vienna.” 

The plagiarism legetd was started by 
an Augsberg newspaper, which accused 
Schoenherr of having stolen passages 
out of Handel-Mazetti’s romance, 
“Jesse und Maria” and “Poor Marga- 
ret.” Everyone laughs at the accusa- 
tion. The resemblances were vague. 
Here is a specimen. The plagiarism 
hunter produced from “Poor Marga- 
ret’ the sentence, “I have never known 
my mother,” In “Faith and Home” in 
quite a different connection appears the 
sentence: “We have no father or 
mother.” 


The Archduke Ludwig, Salvator of 
Austria is busy writing a book on 
“Peace Among the Peoples.” The 
archduke, who is the most. scholarly 
of the Hapsburgs, is best known for 
his monogram on the Balearic islands. 
For years past he has been studying 
philosophy and history at Palma in 
his retreat on the Island of Majorca. 
Ludwig Salvator has just published a 
short book on “International Exposi-

tions.” He desires to reform the ex- 
position system by international agree- 
ment. At present, he complains, the 
world expositions come too soon after 
one another, and put a heavy strain 
on exhibitors. An agreement, he ar- 
gues, ought to be made that inter- 
national expositions be held not more 
than omce every three years, each 
country taking its turn. This would 
not apply to local and trades exhibi- 
tions. The archduke further develops 
the theory that the exposition of the 
-future will embrace not merely the im- 
mediate .g@rounds, but the whole town 
which organizes it. The town will ad- 
vertise itself. : 


The “Quarrels of Authors” are con- 
tingued at Cologne. Cologne resolved 
to honor Herr Paul Barsch, of Bres- 
lau, the admirable romancer and poet, 
whose “Von Einem, Der Auszog,” de> 
scribing a “spiritual year” in the coun- 
try, was praised as the work of a great 
artist by the late Liliencron. Ober- 
burgermeister Wallraf. of Cologne, 
therefore, donated to the author $250 
out of the local Johann Fastenrath 
fund, The Cologne poets, of whom 
there are about 500, were very angry 
at this sending of*money to Breslau. 
which is at the other end of the Ger- 
man empire. To placate them. Herr 
— nobly offered to return the 
250. | 


Prof. Ernst Haeckel, the great biolo- 
gist. is having a quiet laugh at the 
society known as the “Kepler Bund.” 
The “Bund” exists in order to fight 
the monastic philosophy on a religious 
basis, and it has had severe fights with 
the monastic Haeckel. .A year ago it 
accused him of falsifying scientific 
drawings in order to prove a disputed 
point. A well-known Munish follower 
of Haeckel lately repented of his errors 
and to prove that it he abjured Monism. 
he made a present of a large sum of 
the Bund. The etate treasury demand- 
ed a large share of the money for 
donation duty. The Bund fought the 
claim on the ground that the money 


was not g gift, but only an exaggerated 


e 


subscription. The conflict led to such 
prolonged and costly litigation that 
when the Bund finally lost its case, 
all the money had been swallowed up 
in costs. 

M. Lukianoff, a distinguished’ critic, 
declares that Russia'is losing her pre- 
dominance in the novel, and that there 
are signs of a rise of a talented school 
of historians, natural scientists and 
metaphysicians. He notes that the 
very newest. Russian novels tend to 
handle politics. This is a novelty, for 
during the last five years Russia has 
been dominated by the sex romances 
of Artzybascheff, Kuzmin, Kamensky 
and their imitators. The sex motive ts 
already, however, falling tnto disre- 
pute. A politica] stimulus: has been 
supplied by the fiftieth anniversary of 
the emancipation of the serfs, and by 
the recovéry of Russian society from 
the disgust with politics which follow- 
ed the abortive révolution. “The re- 
turn to Autocracy,” says M. Lukianoff, 
“is forcing Russian society to take 
up politics, and the next years’ novels 
will be merely veiled political propa- 
gandizing.” 


M. Michael Sivatchoff is one of the 
new curiosities of Russian literature. 
He is a working man, ill-educated, 
ruined in health, who “for fourteen 
years before he published his first book 
had not held a pen more than thrice.” 
With this Gorky-like past he does not 
combine the Gorky-like talent; but his 
latest book gives an extraordinary ac- 
count of his relations with Tolstoy, 
Gorky, Andreyeff, Grigori Petroff and 
other Russian writers, to whom he 
applie@ for literary counsel] and help 
to get himself published. With all 
these lights of Russia Sivatchoff deals 
furiously. Of Tolstoy he says savage- 
ly: “He had no time to read my story, 
as he was going into the forest with a 
mouse trap to catch mice.” He also 
attacks Gorky, although Gorky, accord- 
ing to his own account, was extremely 
good to him’ Gorky gave him money, 
and seeing his thin figure and blue 
lias, asked: 

“Have you got a warm shirt?’ 

“Yes.” answered the workman-ro- 
mancer. 

“Marusya,” said Gorky, turning to 
Madame Andreyeff. “See if he's really 
got a warm shirt.” And thereupon 
Madame Andreyeff, the lady whose ap- 
pearance with Gorky in New York in 
1906 was the cause of such a sensation, 
set about examining Sivatchoff to see 
if his shirt was really sufficient pro- 
tection against the cold. 

Sivatchoff attacks those who helped 
him as savagely as those who did not. 
His complaint is that “they gave the 
money to the unhappy—-looking invalid, 
and not to the writer.” He is a curi- 
ous type of the ambitious, embittered, 
ili-educated, intolerant new Russian 
proletarian, and it is amusing to note 
that although he is only twenty-four 
and quite without real literary talent 
his “Collected Works” have just been 
published at Moscow.

Swainsboro, Ga., July 8.—(Special.)— 
Juring the past twelve months real 
-state in Swainsboro and Emanuel 
county has advanced probably more 
than fvr a like period in the past; 
and that the people here. expect to 
see this advance in values continue is 
evidenced by the fact that there has 
probably never been as large invest- 
ments in Emanuel dirt as during the 
past year. This demand for real es- 
tate has not been confined to the very 
prosperous towns of the county, but 
at different times from lands which 
a few years ago sold for $10 per acre 
have changed hands at figures near- 
ing the $100 mark. 

The real estate transfers in Swains- 
poro serve as an index of value of 
lands throughout the entire county. 
A careful examination into these 
sales reveals the fact that thousands 


of dollars’ worth of property has 
changed hands recently, and all of it 
bringing g00d # opnices. Handsome 
building property has been purchased 
and developed. 

The coming of the main line of the 
Georgia and Florida through this city 
and county. has done much to. en- 
hance the value of land, since the new 
road opens up a new country, and in 
addition to this furnishes a need that 
has long ‘been felt by Swainsboro, 
which had outgrown its railroad facil- 
ities. 

Another thing which is largely re- 
sponsible for the increased value in 
land ig the adoption of improved and 
scientific methods of farming. Be- 
sides, the building of modern highways 
in which Emanuel connty ts exten- 
sively engaged, the work being done 
under expert supervision and costing 
thousands of dollars annually, is prov- 
ing to be a most forceful agency in 
the enhancement of land values. 
Example of Fertility ef Georgia Soil. 

Brunswick, Ga., July 9.—(Special.)—~ 
As an example of the fertility of the 
soil in this section of the state, R. 
Barnes, a farmer living on the Atlan- 
ta, Birmingham and Atlantic railroad, 
near Sessoms, was today exhibiting in 
the city some very fine specimens of 
farm products raised on his place. Mr. 
Barnes stated that he did not ratse 
this particular lot for exhibition, but 
that there were plenty more at home 
just like them, and that he raised just 
such every year. , 

Among the collection were water- 
melons, squashes, cantaloupes, cucum- 
bers, corn and black-eye peas, and 
they were all of unusual size. The 
watermelons were of the Ivy and 
Florida favorite variety, and averaged 
38 pounds. There were three varieties 
of squash, the crooked-neck, meas- 
uring 19 inches in length; the white 
squash, measuring 36 inches in cir- 
cumference, and the “joint” squash, 
42% inches in circumference. The 
joint squash was so large that it re- 


} sembled a species of pumpkin. The 
cantaloupes were of the Rocky Foré 
variety and one measured 19% inches 
‘in circumference.

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HOW GEORGIA WILL PROFIT 
BY PASSING DRAINAGE BILL 


(By J. V. 
age Engineer.) 

Georgia gave little or no attention 
to the question of the drainage of her 
swamp and overflowed bottom lands 
up to within thé past year or more, 
though the United States’ bureau of 
drainage investigations has made sev- 
eral small surveys in the state, one 
being at Rome, Ga., for the drainage 
of the “flat woods’ lands at the 
Martha Berry school farm; another 
1¢ear Gainesville, Ga., for the reclama- 
tion of overflowed bottom lands lying 
along Mubberry river. While the 
third was made on the farm of Judge 
Max L. McRae, near Lumber City, Tel- 
fair county. This survey was made 
for tile drainage to demonstrate to 
the people what the “flat woods,” or 
crawfish lands of that section cou'd 
te made to produce through proper 
and thorough drainage. 

Some time in the fall of 1909 several 
congressmen, Mr, Brantley, Wdwards, 
et al., made requests of our office for 
surveys and investigations in several 
counties of your: state. The chief in 
charge of this bureau replied in effect 
that he wouli be glad to have some 
investigations carried on in Georgia, 
but that very little could be promised 
in the way of actual surveys, as the 
etate had never enacted a drainage 
whereby the people could form them- 
selves into a drainige unit and 
through co-operation reclaim their 
lands, the expense of such a survey 
would very likely be spending money 
vselessly. Mr. Eason, one of our en- 
gineers, spent part of December, 1909, 
and all of January and February, 1910, 
making investigations in Glynn, Mc- 
Intosh, et al, counties of south Geor- 
gia, while I spent January and Febru- 
ary in Clinch, Bchols, Bryan and 
Chatham counties. The resu!ts of 
these investigations, together with 
other investigations and surveys by 
our bureau, and information secured 
by Professor McCallie, state geologist, 
have been printed in ‘bulletin form by 
the state geological survey, and are 
now being issued to interested people 
as Bulletin No. 25. 

Fine Bottom Lands. 

The situation, aS we 
in our earlier investigations, might 
be summed up in these words: 
“There was found to be thousands 
of acres of the finest swamp and 
bottom lands, much of which is 
as rich as can be found in the central 
and middle western states through the 
great corn belt. Practically no thought 
had been given to the development of 
these lands for agricultural purposes. 
The thought and time of the people 
of south Georgia through the ‘flai- 
woods’ and swamp sections had been 
given to the development and work- 
ing of the timber and turpentine in- 
terests. And these were very good in- 
dustries in the past, Dut are fast be- 
ing worked out and are: passing still 
farther to the south. Land values 
extremely low—too “low for the good

We also found the peo-

The later formation of the “Geor- 
gia State Drainage Congress” and the 
great interest shown by those attend- 
ing the several meetings which have 
been held at Brunswick, Fitzgerald 
and Atlanta, attest the influence of 
these preliminary investigations, 

A drainage law was drafted and 
presented to the last legislature. [¢t 
passel the senate, but was crowded 
out in the house of representatives 
by other: legislation. You have an- 
other before the senate and house 
this year. It is a model drainage bill, 
very much like the North Carolina 
drainage law, which itself is modeled 
after other drainage laws that have 
met with favor. This law has been 
submitted and explained to the out- 
going governor, Mr. Brown, and the 
present governor, Mr. Smith. Both 
indorse i: and urge its passage, ex- 
pressing themselves as believing it 
to be the best business proposition to 
be dealt with by the state of Georgia. 
It is to be a state-wide law. 

Both south and north Georgia need it, 
and, while south Georgia needsit most, 
because of her vast swampy and low- 
lying areas, north Georgia needs it 
because of he: vast acreage of bottom 
lands now lying out each year because 
of overflow. Again, one section or 
community cannet improve its lands, 
thus ingreasing land values and taxes, 
without helping the whole state. The 
promoter or builder who adds to him- 
self must necessirily add to his com- 
munity and his state. The great corn 
belt of the central states Was once a 
vast swamp or succession of swamps. 
The impression gained from reading 
of Colonel Clarke's trip from the Wa- 
bash to the Mississippi rivers when he 
captured Vincennes is that the sol- 
diers waded through water all the 
way. But today through drainage the 
prospector pays from $100 to as high 
as $250 per acre for these once 
swampy tracts. Any cf you who have 
traveled through Indiana, Illinois, 
lowa and Ohio, see the wonders 
wrought through drainage there. Just 
so North Carolina and Virginia are 
now draining the great Dismal 
Swamp, which in the past has been an 
eyesore, and which outside of the tim- 
ber workings has produced nothing 
more than mbdsquitoes and malaria; 
while today many sections of this 
swamp have been reclaimed, and are 
each year producing wonderful corn 
crops, two large Irish potato crops 
each year, and other crops, as high as 
two bales of cotton per acres being 
grown Mississippi is draining her 
delta, ‘Arkansas her great St. Francis 
basin, Florida her Everglades, and 
rrany other states performing a like 
work. 

Phillips in Charge. 

The bureau of drainage irvestiga- 
tions, United States department of ag- 
riculture, has assigned J. V. Phillips, 
one of its drainage engineers ,to the 
work in Georgia. This assignment has 
been given me. I will have my office 
in Waycross, and all inquiries or re- 
quests for information or invsstiga- 
tions should tbe made to that ‘office. 
I hope, by thus giving my entire time 
to this one state, to be able to study 
its soils thoroughly. and identify my- 
self with the people of the state. BY 
thus doing the drainage work in 
Georgia should be a huge success. 

All that the peuple of Georsia ask 
of its legislature is the passage of the 
proposed drainage law and the pas- 
sage of the bill apprupriating $5, 000 to 
the state geological survey to be used 
in co-operation with a like amount of- 
fered by the federa' bureau of drain- 
age investigations. Without the pas- 
sage of these bills very little, 
thing, can be dene towards the de- 
velopment of these lands, and not 
only will the sections having these 
lands susceptidle to drainage be the 
losers, but the whole state of Georgia, 
while the passage of the law will not 
affect any but those .wishing to apply 
it. It eonfines itself not to the state 
or the county, but to the drainage 
area wishing to réclaim a certain area. 
A drainage area or drainage division 
might embrace a few hundred acres, 
or it might cover several square miles, 
all depending upon the topography of 
the section or the desires of those 
wishing to perform the improvement. 
Again, each acre will not necesSarily 
be assessed the same drainage tax, 
but each acres in the drainage division 
in which the improvement is to be 
made will be assessed according to the 
benefit it receives. 

If you are interested in the deveolp- 
ment of Georgia. and if you are a 
citizen you ought to be, write your 
representative or senator, urging his 
influence and support in securing the 
passage of the drainage bill and an 
appropriation fund.

Stories Vary as to Loss. of Life 
on Steamer Santa Basa 


Ship Officers Say Only Four 
Persons Perished, but Passen- 
gers Say There Were Prob-| 
ably Twenty Victims—-Officers 
of Ship Denounced. 

Santa Barbara, Cal., July 8.—In spite 
| of assertions ty Nagy ceo. officials and 
Qo 


ship officers t @ contrary, the pas- 
sengers of the wrecked steamer. Santa 
Rosa, who arrived here today after a 
thrilling battle with the breakers that 
smashed the stranded ship, declare that 
more than four persons lost their lives, 

One hundred and ninety-two passen- 
gens are all that have been accounted 
for so, far, say the survivors. There 
were 200 on the steamer, and many of 
the rescued declare today that at least 
some of the missing ones went down 
to death when the surf-battered life 
rafts went to pieces. 

Few of the shipwrecked voyagers 
j have recevered from the nerve-racking 
strain of the battle with the breakers 
in the dark ‘night. Many of the res- 
cued women are still hysterical under 
the care of physicians, who were call- 
ed when the special trains bearing the 
survivors arrived here this morning. 

Officers of Ship Scored. 

Those that were able to continue 
the journey south boarded regular 
trains this morning. Others will take 
later trains, but a large number, espe- 
Clally of women, will not be able to 
travel for a- day or more, 

Many of the passengers were vehe- 
ment in their denunciation of the ship's 
officers, who, it is charged, refused to 
land the passengers soon after the 
Santa Rosa greunded. near Point Ar- 
guello, Captain Faria, wno was making 
his first trip as commander of the vesa- 
sel, declined, they say, to listen to the 
pleas of the passengers who desired 
to be put ashore before the gale arose 
yesterday evening, and brought them 
face to face with death. 

He replied to entreaties, it is said, 
with the statement that he had re- 
peeived instructions from the Pacific 
Coast Steamship officials to permit no 

@e to g0 ashore until it became ab- 


- Pitiful Freight. 

The relief train bearing the rescued 
passengers of the wrecked steamship 
Santa Rosa arriveq in Santa Barbara 
today and discharged a pitiful freight 
of hysterical women and half-clad, 
shivering men. Suffering and priva- 
tion were written plainly on the faces 
of all, and it will be weeks and in 
some cases months before some of the 
victims recover. All had been drench- 
ed to the skin in coming ashore in 
the breeches buoy in the high surf, 
and none had anything to eat since 
the noon meal yesterday on board the 
ship, except a hasty lunch and, a cup 
}of coffee provided by the sympathetic } 
farmers, who thronged to the beach 
from their near-by homes when the 
vessel began to break up. : 

Many were too weak to leave the 
cars unassisted and half a dozen had 
to be carried from the train on stretch- 
ers. Hardly one of the passengers was. 
fully clothed, The greater part of 
them were wrapped in blankets. 

The rescued passengers were for the 
most part too wrought Up to talk con- 
nectedly of their nerve-racking expe- 
rience. A few of the cooler spirits, 
however, were able to give a brief 
word picture of the wreck, the long 
suspense On the oruimbling ship as it 
crunched to pieces beneath them on 
the rocks and the terrifying passage 
through the boiling surf to gafety on 
the beach. 

No one will be able to tell accurate- 
ly for some time how many lives were 
lost, wat the opinion expressed this 
morning by three survivors, who: in- 
sist they saw one woman swept from 
a life raft and drowned. 

Stories of Survivors. 

They say that many more might have 
perished in the numerous upsets that 
marked the journeys of the life rafts 
to the shore. 

F. K. Ross, with his wife and son, 
of San Francisco, were among the res- 
cued who reached here. That Mrs. Ross 
reached shore alive is due to heroism 
of some unknown passenger, who 
grasped her as she was sinking for 
the “third time, after she had been 
swept from an overturned life raft, 
and swam with her and her child 
through the breakers to safety. 

“T sank three times,” said Mrs. Ross. 
“It was the life preserver which 
brought me to the surface each time, 
but I was unable to battle with the 
immense breakers that swept over my 
head. Once I came to the top and I 
saw my little boy just as he was going 
down. I grabbed him by the hair and 
just then a big, strong man caught me 
and helped me get ashore with my 
child,” ,; 

Mr. Ross said that the passengers 
from the first asked to be put ashore. 
They even called to a passenger train 
passing along the cliff, he said. The 
train stopped, he said, but the captain 
would not allow the passengers to go 
ashore. 

“It was quiet as a mill pond there,”’ 
Mr. Ross went on, “and it would have 
| been an easy task for the crew to put 
us ashore. But Captain Faria said he 
had orders by wireless from his com- 
pany to keep the people aboard, 

Heroic Work of Life Savers. 

“The life saving crew of a station 
near the point appeared on the scene 
early in the day and offered assistance, 
but after keeping them by two hotrs, 
the captain told them they would not 
be needed. When actual debarkation 
from the ship did commence, however, 
they returned and did heroic work.” 

“There were probably eight lost in 
‘all and it will be some time before the 
exact number is known,” said Q. G. 
Schooner, of San Luis Obispo. “Two 
boats capsized, one from the Santa 
Rosa in command of Second Mate Heu- 
son, and another from the steamer 
Helen P. Drew. whieh stood by us al! 
day waiting for a chance to help us 
get a line ashore.” 

Among those too seriously hurt to 
leave the train was Miss Janie Weaver, 
(of San Francisco. With another wom- 
an and four children she was sent ashore 
in a net attached to the surf line. 
Waves washed over them continually 
on their passage to the beach, and all 
were completely exhausted wen they 
reached the shore and had to be cut 
from the net.

AUTOMATIC DRINKING FOUNTAIN FOR 
FOWLS 
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HE water commonly placed in open earthenware 
pans for chickens to drink is very apt to get 
stale and dirty if only through the aggravating 
way the fowls have of dabbling their feet in the 
water, as though they wanted to wash them—which 
latter supposition is, of course, absurd. Besides, the 
water evaporates quickly and has to be frequently 
renewed. 

_Anybody may build a graceful and effective 
drinking-trough in his courtyard, which will furnish, 
as they need it, limpid drinking water to the feath- 
ered tribe. Fix upsxie down in a couple of stanch- 
ions a- champagne bottle full of water, with its neck 
in an earthen platter, not touching it, but still half- 
way below the rim. The position of the bottle will 
cause a certain amount of water to run out; then,

of the bottle, it will cease to flow. Now, whenever 
one fowl or several “take a sup,” the level of the 
water in the dish is reduced, air enters the bottle 
and fresh water pours out to take the place of what 
is consumed.

The rules provide that. “every car 
shall be entered subject to a detailed 
examination by the technical commit- 
tee, so that all evasions of the rules 
shall be prevented. This examination 
shall be at headquarters on the course 
not later than three days prior to 
starting, and if it is found that evasion 
of the rules has been made, or attemtp- 
ed, the oar shall be digqualified and 
not allowed to enter. Not more ‘than 
three cars of the same make may be 
entered in any one class. Each car 
must carry two passengers seateq side 
by side. All mechanical repairs and 
a iustesente shall be made exclusively 
by the crew of the car.” 

The rules regarding attendants fol- 
lowe: “Each contestant entering one 
car shall be entitled to at least five 
attendants, including the team man- 

For each additional car entered 
¥y same contestant he shall be 
entitled to three pit attendants; in 
either case only two ee attendants 
shall be permitted to make replacement 
of gasoline, of] and water and replace- 
ment or replenishment of tires, or 
crank the motor, when contestant’s car 
‘se at a standstill at the pit, but said 
attendants shall in no case make any 
mechanical repairs or adjustments to 
the car or assist in any manner in 
such repairs and adjustments. Pit at- 
tendants are not allowed under any 
circumstances to pump atr or oil into 
a oar. Spare parts, tools, eto, May 
be laid on the shelf or ledge tm front 
of pit, and pit attendants, while in the 
pit, but not otherwise, may hand same 
to the driver or mechanic.” 

The following are the regulations 
regarding drivers and mechanics: “The 

river or mechanic of each car may 

e changed, if incapacitated during 
the race, but only at the end of each 
lap, upon application to the referee. In 
case of disability or accident to the 
driver of the oar, but in no other in- 
stance, shall the mechanic be allowed 
to replace such driver at any part of 
the course. The referee reserves the 
right to refuse to accept any driver 
for reasons relating to the safety of 
either the public or the other con- 
testants.” 

Putries Close November 15. 


Fintries for the Vanderbilt race close 
November 16. The entry fee for one 
car ts $500, for two. cars $750 and for 
three cars $1,000. 

The requirement that a car to be 
eligible te enter the race be manufac- 
tured by a factory which has turned 
out fifty cars, though not necessarily 
of the same model, during the twelve 
months preceding the race makes the 
race essentially a manufacturetfs’ race 
and keeps out of it cars built Dy in- 
dividuals not regularly in the business 
of manufacturing automobiles. Cars 
of private owners may. of course, be 
entered as by the factory with the 
factory's consent, or rather they would 
have to be entered by the factory for 


the owner. 

The rules of the Grand Prize race 
are almost identical with those of 
former races.

I think I may say that a man who has once 
omitted to tip will either give up the habit of 
travelling in Purope or learn to tip. 

A simple little mark on the traveller’s baggage 
will tell the whole world of hote!’servants just 
what his character is. This mark is understood 
in every hotel of good class from Buenos Aires 
to St. Petersburg. 

It has been stated that the way a hotel label 
is pasted on has some significance. This is @ 
mistake. The story is told by a little chalk 
mark, made so unobtrusively that the owner is 
not likely to notice it. It can be rubbed: out, re- 
peated or modified as experience suggests. 

The high-class hotel waiters are a very united 

“body bound together by a strong sense of loyalty 
and duty to one another. They are united in 
local unions here and there, but they are bound 
together all over the world by a beautiful sense 
of fellowship. ‘They all speak French, German, 
and English. They travel backward and forward 
between the same hotels. 

Any valuable piece of information possessed 
by one member of this noble fraternity soon be 


give. 

A liberal tip is accepted with an emphatic 
“Thank you, sir,” a moderate tip with a silent, 
shy motion of the hand and an insufficient tip 
with a marked look.of interrogation. If the coin 
offered be ridiculously' insufficient it may even 
be returned with a polite hope that the giver will 
buy himself a drink with. it. 

We feel that with an inexperienced traveller 
we can permit ourselves a considerable freedom 
in suggesting a wise liberality in tips. 

A little straight: upright mark placed on each 
side of the lock meanp “very liberal.” Such a 
gentleman may .be.what you Americans call “an 
easy mark.” We'call him a gentleman. Every 
porter hastens cheerfully to carry his baggage. 
Every waiter gives him the promptest and most 
respectful service. His path of travel is made 
delightful, and thus he is continually confirmed 
in the habit of tipping liberally. 

When a traveller is “no good,” the hotel porter 
feels impelled by a beautiful sense of duty and 
fellowship to mark a straight horizontal mark 
on the upper right hand corner of each piece of 
baggage. 

This man omits to tip. He seeks to rob us of 
our hard-earned livelihood. He must be made to 
$uffer, and he is. It has not infrequently hap- 
pened that a whole tureen of hot soup has fallen 
down such a man’s neck, but the highest class 


on a hot day loaded down with his own baggage, 
while porters are unavoidably called away by 
their duties. 

Sometimes we feel compelled to give a “no 
good” man an additional mark meaning “abso- 
lutely no good.” We go round the corner from 
the straight horizontal line, and on the end of the 
piece of baggage we place an ominous “V.” A 
man of this character will call upon a waiter for 
special service, keeping him up after twelve 
o’clock at night, and yet fail to tip. I shrink from 
describing the methods that are pursued to dis- 
cipline such a person. Happily it is but rarely 
that we are forced to proceed to these extreme 
measures. 

A diagonal mark in the lower left hand corner 
of the baggage means “a disagreeable crank.” 
This is an indication that the traveller does not 
positively omit tips, but gives very small ones 
and is extremely exacting in his requirements. 

Then we have a mark which means “a crank, 
but good.” This man tips liberally, but is very 
exacting in his demands for attention and often 
disagreeable. I must say that he receives the 
best service of all. We cannot think of punish- 
ing him, because he tips liberally. Then we can- 
not show him any neglect or indifference, be 
cause he is sure to complain to the manager.

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Washington, July 8%.—(Special.)— 
From his long-established soubriquet 
of “Gumshoe Bill,” one would imagine 
Senator William Joel Stone, of Mis- 
souri, to be a solon with a catlike 
tread and a voice of velvet, rarely 
raised above a wuisper. Great must 
be the surprise of the beholder who, 
for the first time, sees the senator in 
action upon the floor of the august 
chamber to which he has been sent by 
his admiring constituents. For, con- 
trary to the natural impression gained 
from his suggestive nickname, Mr. 
Stone is a thunderer in debate and a 
wielder of heavy parliamentary weap- 
ons. In repose, he looks weary and 
ennuye, and in his ordinary pergina- 
tions he walks as if overcome by fee- 
bleness or by a highly-developed dis- 
taste for physical exertion—byt what 
a change when the forensic ffres ani- 
mate his attenuated frame and he leaps 
from that lazy lap of peace into the 
arena of oratorical war! 

Not only is the physical transformea- 
tion amazing, but one realizes in a 
very few minutes that this is no or- 
dinary noise-maker, but a speaker pos- 
sessing a real mind and a ready store 
of extensive information, which he de- 
lights to employ in parliamentary fray 
and which makes him very often a foe 
to be dreaded by a vulnerable opposi- 
tion. Nothing pleases the senior sen- 
ator so much as to get possession of 
the floor when the battle is in full 
swing and the conditions suit his pe- 
cullar style, which is full of wit and 
satire of no mean order, added to great 
force of direct bruising assault. Yet 
there is nothing in this senator’s meth- 
ods on the floor to suggest coarseness 
of buffonery.. He is utterly removed 
from the Jeff Davis type. His vocab- 
ulary is polished, and his thrusts often 
gain their greatest keenness from the 
refinement of the language in which 
they are delivered. 

Stone at His Best. 


Senator Stone was at his best in the 
recent debate in the senate preceding 
the adoption of the Bristow amend- 
ment to the joint resolution for the 
direct election of senators. The skin- 
ning he gave the insurgent republican 
senators for their right-about-face in 
voting for the Bristow amendment 
after they had opposed the identical 
Sutherland amendment a few months 
before, was genuinely artistic and 
beautiful—if such a thing as skinning 
can be so designated. In the course 
of his scathing review of the record, 
the Missouri senator traveled all over 
the floor, physically invading the re- 
publican bastile at the very height of 
his eloquent invectives. With the ges- 
tures of a gladiator, combined with 
the verbal politeness of a Chesterfield, 
he would walk straight up to the fig- 
uratively wriggling republican sena- 
tors who were the object of his ora- 
tory and would mercilessly assail the 
inconsistency of their conduct while 
possessing the highest esteem for them 
personally. He came very near stroking 
their hair and patting their backs 
while excoriating their records. He 
had them constantly “rising to ex- 
plain,” while on-the democratic side 
of the chamber the laughter was irre- 
pressible and centinuous, and even the 
republican senators not directly in- 
volved in the assault could not refrain 
from exhibiting amusement.

With a voice possessing unusually

I should like to know—I 
expect the senator from Kansas to tell 
us—what he has heard since then, and 
from whom he heard it, and what he 
has been told to cause him to change 
his opinion; and especially do I want 
to know who told him. It ts all very 
curious; in fact, very mysterious.”

Gilbert’s hatred of 
America and Americans. However, if 
America did not send him its dollars, 
it was quite ready to spread his fame. 
Church choirs addea “Pinafore” to their 
repertoires, and it is recorded that 
one hundred thousand  barrel-organs 
were constructed to play nothing else. 
Here is an ironical note from a news- 
paper of the time: “At present there 
are forty-two companies playing ‘Pina- 
fore,’’ companies formed afte r p. m. 
yesterday are not included.” Its catch 
phrase, “What, never? Well, hardly 
ever,” was deadly. It is told, for in- 
stance, that one editor barred his staff 
from using it. “It has occurred twenty 
times. in as many articles yesterday. 
Never let me see it used again.” “What 
never?” was the unanimous question. 
“Well, hardly ever,” replied the 
wretched man. The readiness of W. 8. 
Gilbert’s wit is well illustrated by this 
story told of him. He and F Burn- 
and, the editor of Punch, were guests 
at the same dinner table, where a wise 
host placeg the rival humorists at op- 
posite ends of the room in the hope of 
distributing’ equally “the witty table 
talk. Continual shouts of laughter 
rose from Gilbert’s corner, until Burn- 
and, after ineffectual attempts to 
arouse a similar jocularity in his im- 
mediate circle and wnable to conceal 
his chagrin, leaned forward and said 
in his most sarcastic manner: “I gup- 
pose Mr. Gilbert is telling some of 
those funny stories which he oc- 
casionally sends to Punch, but which 
don’t appear.’”” To which Gilbert drily 
replied: “I don’t know who sends the 
funny stories to Punch, but it’s very 
true they don’t appear.” 


Kirg George and Queen Mary. 
(Sydney Brooks, in the July Forum.) 
King George has now been over a 
year on the British throne and there is 
only one opinion as to how he has con- 
ducted himself. The simplicity and 
honesty of the man have.made a deep 
impression on the mind and heart of 
his subjects. He has conquered both

Altogether, although 
King George is never likely to be ag 
popular as.was King Edward, and has 
few of the small arts of ingratiation, 
his character and mode of life have re-: 
vealed a sovereign who will never have 
difficulty in making a successful appeal 
to the quieter sentiments of his sub- 
ts. Very much the samie, too, may 
e said of Queen Mary. Her sump- 
tuary edicts against low-necked, short-

GEORGIA PROSPERITY SEEN 


THROUGH EYES OF SOLONS 


By Smith Clayton. 

One of the first agricultural counties 
in Georgia is Oglethorpe. 

And no man is more capable of 
speaking intelligently about the prog- 
Gress and advantag2s than the Hon. 
Emmett Cabaniss, the able representa- 
tive in the genera! assembly. 

Mr. Cabaniss was the former presi- 
Gent of the Farmers’ Union, and has 
wide and specific knowledge of scien- 
tific farming. 

The “Know How.” 

He expressed the opinion in the 
Kimball rotunda that the farmers of 
Georgia have grown 100 per cent in 
agricultural intelligence in the past 
five years. 

This advanced knowledge has come 
from a close study of the scientific 
principles of intensive farming and 
their actual application, in the plant- 
ing and raising of crops. In no county 
of the state has intensive farming 
made greater strides than in Ogle- 
thorpe. Among the many good results 
of intensive farming, the more thor- 
ough cultivation of smaller acreage 
with larger yield has been the ten- 
dency of the farmers of Oglethorpe 
to raise their own supplies, thus ren- 
dering their farms self-sustaining. 

Independence. 

Mr. Cabaniss mentioned a- meeting 
of farmers in that county composed of 
forty-seven, at which the question was 
asked: “How many of you raise your 
supplies?” It developed that thirty- 
three out of the forty-seven bought no 
meat, lard, corn, etc., but raised all 
the necessaries for home consumption. 

There are a number of farmers’ 
clubs in Oglethorpe for the raising bf 
the best products. Mr. Cabaniss spoke 
of an important meeting at which a 
number of farmers pledged themselves 
to raise an extra hog during the year. 

Catching On. 

A few years ago it was almost im- 
possible to interest the farmers in 
scientific agriculture and the applica- 
tion of its principles to practical plant- 
ing. Now, Mr. Cabaniss says thai they 
mot only hear with keen intelligence 
a@nd real pleasure such lectures, but 
eagerly profit by what is learned by 
putting scientific principles into prac- 
tice. 

Forward March! 

This shows a distinct advance in the 
i@eas of Georgia farmers which has 
borne, is bearing, fruit every day, and 
ig a good augury of what future pro- 
gressive years will bring forth for the 
betterment of farming methods and 
conditions and in greatly increased 
profits to the farmers. 

Mr. Cabaniss spoke of the good 
roads of Oglethorpe, and the impor- 
tant part they take in the apprecia- 
tien of property values. Farming lands 
which, a few years ago, could be 
bought for from $2.50 to $5 an acre, 
now sell for $15 and $20. Of course 
many farms would bring a much high- 
er price. The best are not for sale. 


Potuts of Interest. 
Arnoldville is @ comparatively new 


and growing place. Many people have - 


moved there from north Georgia and 
bought and paid for farms upon which 


they are living. They have their own 
large school and church. 

Moxeys is a flourishing railroad 
town, which has the largest Sunday 
school in the state. Even historic Lex- 
ington, which has come down to us 
from former generations, has been 
touched with the general progress and 
prosperity of old Oglethorpe, and like 
a@ lovely old picture in a new modern 
frame, has her face set to a great fu- 
ture. 

A Votee From Pulaski. 

The Hon. J. T. Deese; of Pulaski 
county, one of the new members of the 
legislature, talked interestingly of the 
progress which Pulaski county, Hawk- 
insville, its capital, and Cochran, @ 
very enterprising town, are making. 

Hawkinsville is an up-to-date little 
city of about 3,500 people. It has 
three banks, good hotels, substantial 
brick blocks, store houses, cotton mills, 
two big cotton compresses with a 
third projected, several fertilizer 
plants, an oil mill, large brick yard, 
a hardwood industry and other smaller 
enterprises. There are electric lights, 
excellent streets and sidewalks and the 
waterworks system is created by nine 
artesian wells. 

Great Developers. 

Cochran is #& thriving town of 2,000 
with two banks, an oil mill 
and modern appointments. The several 
railroads traversing Pulaski county 
have been a great factor in enhancing 
the value of lands and other property. 
Among them are the Southern, the 
Gulf, the Wrightsville and Tennille, 
whose terminus is Hawkinsville. A 
railroad is being built from Hawkins- 
ville to Perry, Houston county. Hawk- 
insville is on the Ocmtilgee river, and 
boats run regularly carrying produce 
of this rich agricultural section to 
southeastward points. Mr. Deese spoke 
of some remarkable yields. Three 
aeres of cotton planted in Pulaski 
netted about $159. <A single acre of 
corn netted $31. The farmers in the 
vicinity of Cochran have an agricul- 
tural club of about 160 members which 
gives prizes to the farmers leading in 
the raising of the best products. | 

General Rivalry. 

This club stimulates emulation; the 
friendly and most beneficial rivalry 
causes the farmers to do their level 
best to make the earth bring forth 
the best in corn, cotton, etc. 

Many people have moved into Pulas- 
ki county within the past few years 
and settled in the Cochran section. A 
number have come from Heard, Frank- 
lin and Stewart counties, but the ma- 
jority are from Pike county. 

Mr. Deese spoke of 35 acres in al- 
falfa which he saw just across the 
river from Pulaski. Three or four cut- 
tings are made of this wonderful hay 
a year. There ig no question that it 
will flourish in middle and south 
Georgia.

A Wenderfal County. 

In many respects Brooks is the most 
remarkable county in south Georgia, 
not only in general prosperity, and the 
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other property values. 
The Hon. Eugene Beck, a very in-| 
tclligent and imh man, who 
epresents Brooke county in 
kindly gave me some salient poin 
every one of which marks a feature o 
progress in a great and growing coun- 
ty. Mr. Beck was for many years 4 
professor in the north 


lege at Dahlonega. He had ‘the honor! 


of representing Lumpkin county in 
the early ‘80's, during the gubernato- 
rial term of the late Alexander H. 
Stephens. Eleven years ago he re- 
moved to Brooks county, and lives 


about eighteen miles north of Quit- } 


man. . 
A Big Little City. 

That city is the wide-awake capital 
located on the Atlantic Coast, 
Line railway. 
roads in Brovks, among them another 
main line, ‘the Georgia and Florida 
Southern. Quitman has about 4,000 
people and is blessed with many. mod- 
ern features—fine streets, electric 


lights and water and telephone sys- } 


tem extending all. over the county; 
also long distance ‘phones. There are 
three banks, all owned in the main 
by the farmers of the county, in one 
of which the farmers of Brooks have 
no less than $500,000 on deposit. 
Brooks county has shipped 1,000 car- 
loads of watermelons in a week this 
Seaeon, and 2,700 carloads of water- 
melons since the season opened. It is 
also @ great cantaloupe county, and 4 
variety of fruits are raised success- 
fully. Much attention is paid to in- 
tensive farming, and the diversifica- 
tion of crops ig carried on with won- 
derful success to the enrichment of 
the people, who, as a rule, raise their 
own supplies and sgell the surplus 
€fter home consumption has been sat- 
isfied. 
Great Ig the Hog. 

Great attention is paid to the rais- 
ing of stock, including fine. mules, and 
the hog industry is something great. 

Mr. Beck spoke of a farmer who 
siaughters about 400 hogs a year. The 
big hog raisers have their own cold 
storage plants for the refrigeration of 
their meat and, of course, grow thé 
food upon which the swine are fat- 
tened. They sell their surplus meat, 
thus iliustrating the ancient but post- 
bellum saying of Robert Toombs that 
the Georgia tarmer would never 8- 
per as long as he made the west"hig 
smokehouse and corncrib. The Brooks 
ccunty farmer lives at home and 
boards at the same place. 

Brooks doubled in population during 
the past ten years and will soon have 
two representatives in the legislature. 

Two Great Instances. 

Mr. Beck gave me two object lessons 
in the appreciation of land . values 
which are splendid, almost startling. 

Ten years ago a Brooks county man 
owned 800 acres, which he held at 
$4,000. Five years ago he sold half of

the tract, 4,000 acres, for $4,000. Two 
years ago he sold 300 acres of the re- 
maining 400 for $10,000.

A Gem of a City. 

Camilla is a splendid little city of 
modern appointments—electric, tele- 
phone and aquatic systems; popula- 
tion about 2,500; several banks, two 
railroads, etc. There are no better 
public roads in south Georgia. Mitchell 
county was never in better condition, 
or the farmers who raise their own 
supplies more prosperous and inde- 
pendent. So last winter Mitchell 
shipped fifteen carloads of hogs toe 
Atlanta, That was some of the- sur- 
plus. 

Senator Bush was in the legislature 
in the days of the old capitol.

Washington, July %-—Royal EB. Ca- 
bell, eommissioner of internal revenue, 
is wrestling with a question of pay 
and allowances for internal revenue 
officers which seems quite vexing. Mr. 
Cabell declines to discuss what his ac- 
tion will be, and says that it is not a 
public matter. 

Pinekney Benton Stewart Pinchback, 
the former negro lHeutenant governor 
of Louisiana, who later aspired to a 
seat in the United States senate, is 
now an internal revenue agent at New 
York, On May 1 he notified Commis- 
sioner Cabell that he had changed his 
legal residence from New York to 
Washington, and followed it up with 
an $87 board bill, which he asked the 
government to pay, as the law allows 
$3 a day living expenses to internal 
revenue officers away from home on 
official business. 

Commissioner Cabell called 
Comptroller Tracewéll and asked: 

“Can an officer of the government, 
for the purpose of obtaining additional 
pay, instantly ahd arbitrarily change 
his legal residence from one state to 
another or a-.federal territory?” 

Comptroller Tracewell ruled that he 
can, but it does not. follow that he 
will get additional pay unless the com- 
missioner of internal revenue consents 
to the change.

The statement 
follows: 

“In The Atlanta Constitution for July 
6 I noticed a statement to the effect 
that for certain reasons the negro 
trustees of Clark university were 
planning to resign ip a body, State- 
ment was also made th.* ‘.mere are in 
all fifteen negro trustees’ and that 
‘more than half’ that number met on 
July 5 and took action. 

“As secretary of the board of trus- 
tees from the time the school was 
chartered in 1877 up to date, I am re-, 
ceiving many inquiries as to the meet- 
ing herein alluded to. As a matter of 
information I may say that personally 
I knew nothing of the meeting; that 
there are thirteen instead o: fifteen 
negro trustees on the board and that 
ten of them. knew nothing of a meet- 
ing until they saw it reported in The 
Constitution.” .

The 
work is under the direction of a grad- 
uate of West Point, an officer of the 
United States army, detailed by the 
president, and all the equipment is the 
newest type furnished to such schools 
by the secretary of war. The organiza- 
tion and efficiency of this department 
is so satisfactory to the war depart- 
ment as to cause this school to be 
Placed: in class A, of which there are 
about 26 others in the United States, 
this being the only School so classed in 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, North Carolina, Arkansas 
and Oklahoma. 


Courses of Study. 


The curriculum embraces three dis- 
tinct courses of study, each having a 
special end in view. The classical 
ourse requireg Latin and one other 
anguage and leads to regular college 
entrance. The engineering course 
omits the languages, but substitutes 
shop work, and fits for school of tech- 
nology. The commercial course omits 
the languages and’*some higher math- 
ematics, but emphasizes bookkeeping, 
stenography and typewriting. 

Graduates of the academy enter col- 
lege on certificate without examination 
and rank “ leaders wherever they go.

School Dairy. 


After looking all through the school 
Colonel Woodward invited the writer to 
accompany him in his carriage two 
miles in the country to inspect the 
dairy, probably the only distinct schi..»] 
dairy in the south. The approaci 
shows a beautiful new cottage, oec.- 
pied by the dairyman’s tamily and a 
model farm of 40 acres growing corn, 
peas, beans, potatoes, watermelons, etc., 
in a high state of cultivation. The 
dairy house has a cement floor and ice 
box and is supplieqd with water from 
a well cased with galvanized corrugat- 
ed curbing to prevent surface seepage. 
Leading into the dairy is a large wire 
cage, fly proof, in which the cans are 
sunned. When the milk is brought 
from the barn, it is passed over an 
aerater through which ice water is 
pumped, removing the animal heat and 
chilling it.. Then it is lowered into 
the cement. ice box to be kept until 
used. The churning and pumping are 
done by steam and all vessels are ster- 
ilized by steam jets. The barn con- 
tains cement floors and feeding troughs 
which are kept scrupulously clean. . 

The herd contains 15 to 20 of the 
finest cows in Georgia and is headed by 
one of Loring Brown’s best breed Jer- 
sey bulls. 

The school is strictly select and lim- 
ited to 160 cadets. Last year these 
come from 16 states and two foreign 
countries.

Besides this, parties believed to 
represent the cigar company are said 
to have offered $10,000 annual rental 
for one of the hest sites in the city, 
and almost simultaneously, it is said, 
representatives of the cigar company 
offered more than twice as much 
rental “for another desirable location 
than the company occupying it was pay- 
ing.

Nothing discourages the beginner in 
oultry raising more than sickness in 
is flock. Slow-growing chicks 
may be forced, and one hopes for fu- 
Mure egg yield even with the slowest- 
spaturing puilets. But when chicks die 
by the dozen from the dreaded white 
Giarrhoea; when they become. sleepy 
or droopy from the pests of lice or 
mites; when mature birds develop all 
georts of ailments from bumble foot to 


malignant roop, then it is small won-” 


der that the beginner throws up his 
hands in despair or else wastes money 
on worthless “remedies.”’ And yet, 
they need do neither. The healthy 
hen is just as possible as the healthy 
wild duck. Indeed, with many chick- 
en raisers, a sick bird is a rarity. 

How is this accomplished? 

I'll tel) you. 

In the first place, it is not done by 
doping and dosing. 

Very little medicine, and that of the 
simplest kind, is required. Some creo- 
Sif or a similar remedy for colds; Ep- 
f0m salts when needed; charcoal for 
bowel troubles, and a little tincture 
of iron now and then, will cover most 
of the cases that arise. 

In fact, if rizhtly managed, 
should: be no sickness. 

But the management. There's the 
rub! The first consideration is the 
housing. Fowls must have dry, clean, 
well-ventilated quarters. Dampness 
is deadly. It is immaterial whether 
the floor is of earth or boards. Both 
| can be used with equally good results. 
But the floor must be high enough so 
that no moisture can be noticed; so 
that, In fact, it will be absolutely dry. 
The roof must not leak, and the side 
walls must be tight, so that ajll 
draughts may be avoided. An open 
front house is preferable to a close 
one in our climate. 

Dirt is ‘easy to avold. Clean the 
drapping boards or floor every few 
days; change the litter every week; 
keep nests end roosts free from in- 
eect pests, use plenty of whitewash 
once a month during the summer, and 
once or twice during the winter. Thus 
the quarters are kept clean. 

Ventilaition§ is simply providing 
plenty of fresh, pure air. Do this by 
using a close wire screen in front of 
the house, or a muslin front in winter. 
Anyhow, the point is to get plenty of 
pure air into the houses, and to do so 
without draughts. 

Having the righ¢ quarters, 
that you have the right stock. And 
here is a tip worth while: Never 
buy stock or eggs unless you know’ 
that you are getting the product of 
healthy birds that have been prop- 
erly bred. 

Now this is a vital question. Stock 
that is low in vitality through in- 
breeding, bad housing, poor feeding or 
any other cause, cannot give satisfac- 
tory results. Therefore, the buyer 
must know what he is buying.

A Subscriber—Dear Sir: I have a 
flock of Indian Runner ducks that are 
11 weeks old. I cannot tell which of 
them are ducks and which are drakes.

These ducks are 
about as large as any Indian Runners 
I have ever seen. There is one in the 
lot whose voice is a good deal more 
coarse than the others.

By handling 
the young ducks you can distinguish

If you can give me a remedy that 
will cure them I will always feel 
very grateful. My chickens are what 
I call the Biue Game; 28 hens, with 
six and seven sick all the time.. Egg 
record up to present 125 dozen. 

Answer—A corn and baked corn- 
bread diet at this season of the year 
is enough to make the whole flock 
sick, not only a few. Your chickens 
are just so fat and lazy that they 
have no energy. Cut out the corn 
and bread and feed oats, wheat or 
wheat screenings {though I don’t 
like the latter and won't feed it); 
make them do as I have to do—hustle 
for every mouthful. Give them some 
salts in the drinkifg water three 
times a week for one week to get rid 
of some of that surplus bile that’s 
causing them te get weak-kneed and 
stupid. A chicken with a torpid liver 
is no good, even for the harvest hands. 
There is nothing seriously wrong witb 
your chickens. You are feeding wrong, 
that’s all.

Seville, Ga.—Dear 
Uncle Joe: I have been a constant 
reader of your page in The Constitu- 
tion for quite a while and enjoy read- 
ing the letters from people regarding 
their chickens. I. am a Barred Ply- 
mouth Rock fancier. I think they are 
fine and better than a lot of other 
chickens. I got a pair last summer. I 
wanted to raise chickens just for my 
own use, but I wanted good ones for 
that. I bought eggs this spring and 
set them. I have about seventy-five 
little chickens now nearly large 
enough to fry, but they d@on’t look well. 
They will all droop up and their wings 
hang down ang they just stand around 
for maybe two days and they they will 
lie down and all at once they will go to 
jerking and fluttering around and 
draw their heads back and then be- 
come perfectly stiff and in a few min- 
utes they are dead. They seem to be 
breathing all right, I gon’t know what 
to do for them. I doctored one the 
other day and it looked like it would 
be all right in a little while, but it 
took a fit and dieq about an hour later. 
l am out of heart at seeing them going 
that way. I do think a lot of my 
chickens. Anything that you can do 
for them will be appreciated. 

Answer—Did you examine your 
chicks thoroughly for lice and then ex- 
amine the coop in which they roosted 
at night for mites? Think these two 
causes are the seat of all the trouble. 
its the nature ofa chi¢k to Hve and 
want to live, and it will live if vermin 
does not bother it. Let me tell you 
what we do at our house. We grease 
our chicks every four days whether 
they have lice or not, coops are cleaned 
every morning and sprayed twice a 
week. Our chicks don’t die. except by 
accident. A cow or horse will step 
on one occasionally in the pasture or 
field. Grease all your chicks well with 
vasaline. Clean out the roosting coop 
often and feed on cracked grain and 
seeds and they will not have time to 
wet sick.

LATEST MARKET REPORTS 


WALL STREET GOSSIP 
OF GENERAL INTEREST 


By Ralph Emerson. 

New York, July 8.—(Special.)—Wall 
street this week had a very trying ex- 
perience. The crop. situation was 
again the dominating influence, and 
is Ikely to remain so until the mid- 
dle of August. The most sensational 
scare of the season was engineered 
from Chicago and Kansas City. Corn 
was rushed up near 5 cents a bush- 
el; wheat, 1% cents; oats, 2 cents, and 
cotton almost $2 a bale. This, how- 
ever, was not the only scare that con- 
fronted Wall street. It had also to 
contend with an acute unsettlement of 
all the European security markets 
through the revival of the Moroccan 
question growing out of the action of 
Germany. Britis, consols made a new 
low record for the year, and London, 
Paris and Berjin sold 60,000 shares of 
international stocks in New York. It 
did not take long, however, to demon- 
strate most conclusively that the sell- 
ing of stocks, and the wild buying of 
grain and cotton, following ~-: excit- 
‘ign events noted, were generally 
overdone. Both stock and grain spec- 
ulators came to grief when -they 
sought to make’ their operations fit 
the sudden change: for the better in 
the whole situation. The leading Eu- 
ropean nations took the Moroccan af- 
fair in hand, thus eliminating the 
acuteness that previously existed and 
making it plain that the diplomacy 
would settle the vexed question in an 
amicable manner, probably, for a long 
time to come. 


Coincident with this shift of the 
European situation, the great heat 
wave in the west was broken and rain 
fell over a wide expanse of the drought 
regions of the corn belt and portions 
of the cotton states. This brought 
much relief to these two important 
crops and at the same time demon- 
strated the fact that the bull specula- 


tion in grain and cotton was ill-timed. 
An abrupt reversal of speculation in 
the stock and commodity markets en- 
sued. Stocks which had previously de- 
clined several points in leading issues 
recovered and much of the advance in 
grain and cotton was lost. The stock 
market certainly acted well and 
showed resiliency under trying condi- 
tions. Support came in when it was 
needed and it is now clear that some- 
thing more than bear raids is neces- 
Sary to make adequate and lasting im- 
pression on values. Liquidation would 
accomplish it, but that was not appar- 
ent this week, On the contrary, there 
are evidences of incipient investment 
buying with funds just received from 
interest and dividend money, and it 
will be interesting to watch the pro- 
gress of such.purchasing when weather 
conditions become less dangerous for 
people to attend to business opera- 
tions. There was also moderate in- 
vestment buying in bonds, and this is 
expected to increase in the near fu- 
ture.

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DECLINE DUE TO RAIN- 
ON PARCHED FIELDS 


New Orleans, July 8.—The net results 
of the week in the cotton market were 
a decline of 12 to 28 points. The high| 
prices were made on Monday and 
Thursday an@ the low prices on Satur- 
day. At the highest, the list was .5 
to 37 points over last week's close and 
at the lowest it was 12 to 34 points 
under. From the hignest to the lowest 
there was a range of 31 to 50 points. 

The reason for the net decline was 
the moisture that fell in Texas and 
Oklahoma. Up to Thursday the mar- 
ket had a rising tendency, as the re- 
sult of the government's report on con- 
dition issued Monday. On Thursday, 
the market received reports of rain in 
the drought districts of the west and 
prices broke sharply about a doUar a 
bale. From then on the market had a 
weak undertone and prices fell to the 
lowest levels in many weeks. 

On the week-end there seemed to be 
no doubt that the western portion of 
the cotton region was getting plenty of 


for more showers. Conservative re- 
ports said that while some permanent 
damage had resulted from intense heat 
and lack of moisture there were still 
Sreat possibilities in the crops of Texas 
and Oklahoma. On this, selling orders 
came out in volume. 

The condition report of 88.2 per cent 
of the normal, taking the crop up to 
June 25, was a surprise to the trade. A 
report o* at least 89 was expected and 
while the fluvres of 88.2 were 8.2 points 
higher than the ten-year average for 
June 25, they were called bullish be- 
cause they did not tmeet expectations. 
They undoubtedly would have support- 
ed the market right up to the week-end 
but for the rains im the west. 

In the spot market, prices lost one- 
sixteenth, middling closing at 15 cents 
against 151-6 last week, and 14% this 
week last year. Sales on the _ spot 
amounted to 1,111 bales against 802 
bales last week and 1,152 this week 
last year. Sales to arrive amounted to 
100 bales against 388 last week, and

Criticism 
has been made that the methods employed 
since the inclusion of the trust companies 
as members was rather misleading, in that it 
duplicated that portion of the trust company 
réserves carried as cash in the banks. 

“The new statement shows nothing but the 
actual cash held as reserve in the vaults of 
both classes of institutions. 
the current week, other-than in the totals of 
cash, oWing to the deduction just mention, 
were about as estimated. There was a ge- 
crease of something over $21,000,000 in specie

account. Loans remained almost stationary, 
a decrease of only $628,000 having been re- 
ported, while net deposits, as the result of 
the heavy cash reduction; contracted 19% 
millions of dollars.

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COTTON BROKE BADLY 
ON CONTINUED RAINS 


Gen uidation Added to 
eit Lael Liquidatior of Market. 


Spot Quiet. 


hee York, July 8 —There was 4 
Very severe break in the cotton mar- 
két today, owing to reports of contin- 
ued rains in the western belt and gen- 
€ral liquidation. Old crop posiiions 
showed the most sensational weak- 
ness, but all the active pray ton sold 
into new low ground for the move- 
ome and to che lowest levels thet 
have been reached in the market since 
the big break of last February. Cios- 
ing prices showed some rally in the 
near months, but were at practically 
the lowest on new crop position, with 
the final tone steady at a net decline 
of 14@18 points. 

The market opened easy at a de- 
Cline of 18@21 points on the near 
months, and 6@12 points on new e¢rop 
months, ‘wnéer active general iiquida- 
tion and aggressive bear pressure, 
inspired by easier cables, untavorable 
trade accounts ana private reports of 
better rains in Texas and Oklahoma 
than indicated by the official Map. 
There was trade buying and heavy 
covering at the decline, but the west- 
ern beit forecast for continued unset- 
tled and showery weather encour- 
aged the selling movement, and prices 
showed practically no rallying power 
until the old erop had shown 4 net 
loss of from 21 to 86 points, with Au- 

ust selling at 13.75, and the new crop 

ad sold it to 18 points lower. 

Then the liquidation of sold crop 
positions, ~hich had been attributed 
to southern “lls, seemed to be a Ht- 
tle less urgen:, nd August rallied to 
13.93, while Ju:¥ worked up from 
14.13 to 14.17, but the new crop posl- 
tions showed practically no recovery, 
and the action of the market sug- 
gested that the speculative short in- 
terest had been very much reduced.

New York, July 8 —The copper 
shares, Canadian Pacific, General Elec- 
tric and Brooklyn Rapid Transit rose 
to higher levels today and a few inac- 
tive issues sold off sharply; otherwise 
prices were little disturbed by the day’s 
trading, which was of such small pro- 
portions that it gave no indication of 
the drift of culative sentiment.

Strength of the 
copper shares was based on buying, dus 
to expectations of a favorable report of 
the Producers’ Association on Monday. 
The rise of Canadian Pacific is so obvi- 
ously manipulating that it exercised no 
influence over other issues. 
The commodity markets were watch- 
ed closely, but neither the decline in 
cotton nor the advance in wheat ani 
corn proved an incentive to trading. 
Operatofs have become so thoroughly 
confused by the many conflicting re- 
ports of weather conditions in the west 
that they were disposed to await the 
government's crop report of Monday. 
Some interest attached to the publi- 
cation of the annual report of the. Vir- 
ginia-Carolina Chemical Company, be- 
cause the directors are soon to take ac- 
tion on the semi-annual dividerrds. 
Earnings decreased $1,847,000 and the 
balance applicable to dividends fell ‘off 
more than $2,000,000. The company 
earned $592,000 less than the amount 
needed to pay the five per cent on the 
common stock and it is expected that 
the disburseménts on this issue will be 
reduced, if not suspended. There was 
no movement in the stock today, its 
present pri¢e having probably dis- 
counted any change in dividend returns.

Chicago, July 8.—Timidity in regard 
to wet and cooler weather pulled the 
wheat market down today in the last 
hour of the seesion.

At first the wheat market acted in 
accordance with unfavorable crop re- 
ports frem the northwest.

of the Atlantic. Gradually attention 
centered on predictions of showers 
and of lower temperaturcs northwest.
